State of In-door and Out-door Relief. 

3 In the third and following paragraphs of the Fourth 
Annual Report it was shown that the Workhouse accommo- 
dation in Ireland had been increased from 1 14,129, its extent 
on 25th March, 1847, to 308,885, which was its extent on 
the 25th March, 1851 ; that the number of persons receiving 
out-door relief had decreased from 833,889, on the 1st July, 
1848, to 10,935, the number on the 26th April, 1851. The 
number in the Workhouses at the latter date was 249,27/ , 
the extent of accommodation beyond the number relieved 
being about 60,000. Simultaneously with the increase ot 
the Workhouse accommodation, and with the decrease m the 
out-door relief, the rate of Workhouse mortality, which m 
April, 1847, had at one time exceeded 25 per 1,000 weekly, 
had so far decreased that on the 15th March, 1851, it was 
about 61 per 1,000 weekly; the above rate being in each 
case the maximum rate of mortality in the year. 

4. It is worthy of remark, that during the progress ot this 
great change, the number relieved in the Workhouses in- 
creased considerably during the Spring and Summer oi 
each year; whence it may be inferred, that although m a 
large number of cases, persons previously in receipt of out- 
door relief did not apply for admission to the Workhouse, 
there were nevertheless many really . destitute persons, who 
were proper objects for relief, and who, finding ultimately no 
other resource, came into the Workhouses. A large majo- 
rity of the persons so entering the Workhouse were preserved 
thereby from the last extremity of want, and subsequently 
left the W orkhouses with restored health. A considerable 
number, more especially of the class of able-bodied females 
and children of both sexes, remained, and still remain in- 
mates of the Workhouses. So long, however, as any expec- 
tation of the continuance or renewal of out-door, relief 
prevailed in a district, the transition from out-door to in-door 
relief was occasionally attended by a considerable amount of 
disease and mortality among the applicants for relief, owing 
to the fatal perseverance with which really destitute persons 
clung to that expectation instead of availing themselves in 
due season of the opportunity of being admitted to the 
Workhouses. That period, however, having been once 
passed, and all hope of any relief otherwise than in the 
Workhouse removed, the sequel has invariably been a re- 
duced number of applicants for relief, a decreased rate of 
Workhouse mortality, and an improved sanitary state of the 
population at large. 

5. It is a remarkable circumstance, upon the causes ot 
which we do not propose to enter in this Report, that in the 
Western Unions of the Province of Connaught, the transition 
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Decrease, of Pauperism and Mortality. 5 

from out-door to in-door relief was completed about one 
year earlier than in the distressed Unions of the South-west 
of the Province of Munster. Thus, on the 23rd February, 
1 850, while the whole number receiving out-door relief in 
Ireland was 148,909, the Unions in the Province of Munster 
contained 101,803 of that number, and those in Connaught 
only 19,261 ; and again, on the 26th April, 1851, when the 
number on out-door relief was reduced to 10,935, the eight 
Unions in the County of Clare comprised 6,846, the 29 
Unions in the Province of Connaught only 232. Accordingly 
in the eighth and following paragraphs of the Fourth Annual 
Report a favourable account was given of the statistics of 
pauperism in the Province of Connaught, which could not 
at that time be extended to several of the Unions in the 
"West of Munster, especially the Unions in the County of Clare. 

6. At the date of the present Report the transition from 
out-door to in-door relief may be said to be complete through- 
out all Ireland ; aud we are able at the same time to an- 
nounce a very large reduction of the number of applicants 
for relief, as well as a most satisfactory decrease in the rate 
of mortality in the Workhouses. 

7. The total number receiving out-door relief iu Ireland 
in the week ending 24th ultimo, was 3,49S ; the total number 
in the Workhouses at the same date was 186,453 ; showing 
a decrease in comparison with the corresponding period last 
year, of no less than 70,261 paupers, or 27 per cent. The 
experience of former years leads us to expect that some in- 
crease of the number of inmates of Workhouses will tako 
place during the months of May and June ; and that from 
the end of June a decrease in the number will commence, 
and will continue until the beginning of the month of Octo- 
ber ; at which time, if the season be oneof ordinary prosperity, 
the aggregate number in the Workhouses of Ireland is not 
likely to exceed 100,000 persons. 

S. With regard to the rate of mortality in the Work- 
houses, the Weekly Tables published in the First, Second, 
Third, aud Fourth Annual Reports, show in each year an 
ascending series from the close of Autumn in each year to 
the close of Spring in the succeeding year, and from that 
time a continually descending series to the close of the fol- 
lowing Autumn. Thus, the maximum rate of mortality in 
1847 occurred in April of that year, and amounted to 25 per 
1,000 weekly, descending gradually from that time to 5 per 
1,000 in November; from that date it rose to 11 ’8 in January, 
1848, and continued nearly at that point until April, when it 
declined again to 2'6 in September ; from that period it rose 
to 12-4 in May, 1849, and again declined to 2’4 in Noveru- 
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ber; it then rose gradually to 6T in March, 1850, and 
declined to 2'4 in December ; whence it again rose to 6'4 in 
March, 1851. In these fluctuations it will be observed that 
the extreme rate of mortality has not prevailed either in the 
coldest orthe warmest season of the year. The most favour- 
able season to health has appeared to be that of the temperate 
months preceding the close of the year, and the most un- 
favourable to be that of the temperate months following the 
commencement of the year. It is further remarkable, that 
the beginning of improvement in each year has been simul- 
taneous with the greatest amount of pressure on the W ork- 
house accommodation. This occurs invariably in the Summer 
months, when provisions are most scarce, and the harvest 
employment not yet begun. The inference which we are 
disposed to draw from the repeated experience of the last 
few years is, that the genial influence of the Summer months 
is most favourable to the health of a population which is pe- 
culiarly destitute of proper clothing, and of houses fitted for 
the habitation of human beings. 

9. We are now at the period of the year 1852 when the 
experience of former years enables us to say, that if no 
unusual extent of epidemic disease should unexpectedly' 
arise, the highest rate of mortality in the Workhouses in 
1 852 has been attained ; and that limit appears to have 
been reached on the 20th March last, and amounted to 3 - 9 
per 1,000 weekly', or 2’2 per 1,000 less than the lowest 
maximum rate in any ymar since the famine. The chief 
source of the difference between the average rate of morta- 
lity in 1851 and that in 1852, is the improvement in the West- 
ern Unions of Munster, and especially those of the County of 
Clare, where the transition from out-door to in-door relief 
has now been completely established. It is satisfactory to 
state, that the rate of mortality in the Unions in the County 
of Clare is at the present time less than the average rate 
throughout Ireland, and that the Workhouse accommodation 
in that county exceeds the actual number of inmates by 2, 1 06. 

10. The present large extent of Workhouse accommodation 
in Ireland has been obtained — 

Firstly, by permanent additions to the Workhouses origi- 
nally built. 

Secondly, by the erection of new Workhouses in newly- 
formed Unions, a few only of which have as yet become 
available. 

Thirdly, by the erection of a very cheap kind of temporary 
structure designed to meet the immediate pressure of the 
famine, and in some instances fitted up for use as a separate 
Workhouse. 
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Lastly, by the hiring of buildings to be used as Auxiliary 
Workhouses. 

In some Unions the latter expedient has of necessity been 
resorted to, and used to a much greater extent than was 
found compatible with either economy or efficiency in Work- 
house management. Many of the most unsuitable of these 
buildings hare now been surrendered; others are merely 
held without being occupied, and will bo surrendered so 
soon as the continued reduction of the number of inmates 
will admit of that step being taken with safety. In addition 
to the new Union Workhouses stated to have been occupied 
in the last Heport, those of Skull, Clonakilty, Oughtcrard, 
Dromore West, Mount-Bellew, Newport, Killala and Clare- 
morris, have been completed and occupied, or ready for 
immediate occupation by the Guardians. W r e give in the 
Appendix a Heport of the Architect showing the progress 
of these operations to the present date.* A large proportion 
of the remaining new Workhouses will probably be finished 
by the 29th September next, and it is our anxious desire to 
commence the succeeding year with the Workhouse Estab- 
lishment concentrated 'as far as practicable in each Union, 
so as to avoid the disadvantages of using Auxiliary Work- 
houses ; since it is only by the most economical management, 
concurrently with a further reduction of the pressure of 
pauperism, that some of the distressed Unions in the West 
can reasonably be expected to become so far solvent as to 
support their own pauperism without further external aid. 
Ultimately, and indeed at no distant time, we trust that there 
will be no other W r orkhouse in each Union than the buildings 
expressly constructed with a view to the accommodation of 
the classes who are relieved in them, and admitting of suitable 
arrangement for discipline and employment of the inmates. 

11. A comparative statement of the expenditure of Poor- 
rates in Ireland, during the years ended 29th September, 
1848, 1849 and 1850, was given in the last Annual Report, 
showing a reduction of 34 per cent, in the last of those years, 
in comparison with the preceding one. We have now to 
report a further very considerable reduction of the expen- 
diture during the year ended 29th September, 1851. The 
particular details thereof in each Union are set forth in the 
Tahlesf ui fhe Appendix, numbered I. II. and III. respec-

12. Although the accounts of the half year which has 
intervened, since the close of the year 1850-51 and the 
date of this Report are not yet audited, we already know 
enough by anticipatory Returns from the Clerks of the Unions 
to enable us to say, that a comparison of the six months 
ended at 31st March last, with the corresponding period of 
last year, shows a reduction of expenditure fully commensurate 
with the remarkable improvement mentioned in the earlier 
paragraphs of this Report, and in a ratio nearly equal to that 
of the decrease which took place in the preceding year. 
The comparison, obtained from the Clerks’ Returns, :f stands 
as follows : —

13. It will be remarked, without doubt, that the cost of 
direct relief in food, clothing, and necessaries, amounts to 
less than two-thirds of the whole expenditure. On this point 
it must he borne in mind, that the proportion expended in 
direct relief will always be less under a system of in-door, 
than under one of out-door relief; as the chief expense at- 
tendant on the administration of the latter consists of the 
salaries of Relieving Officers, whereas relief in a well-managed 
Workhouse entails the cost of the rations and salaries of 
the various Officers necessary to afford the inmates the ad- 
vantages of spiritual comfort, medical attendance, education, 
and employment, and to maintain general order and discipline 
in the establishment. To this must be added the cost of the 
continual repairs requisite to keep the buildings and premises 
in a proper state, and the cost of keeping up the supply of 
perishable articles, such as furniture, utensils, and the im- 
plements and materials for employment of the inmates. The 
present cheapness of provisions, and of the bedding and 
clothing, and other necessaries, is another element of the 
apparent disproportion between the cost of direct personal 
relief and the expenses attendant on providing it in the 
Workhouse. And it is further to be observed, that the 
manufactured products of the labour of the inmates, in many 
Workhouses, considerably reduce the expenditure under the 
head of in-maintenance, which includes both bedding and 
clothing. Again, a variety of objects, not directly connected 
with relief, are provided for at the expense of the Poor-rates: 
as the valuation of rateable property, collection of rates, 
vaccination contracts, emigration, and other charges, of which 
a particular detail for each Union will be found in the Ap- 
pendix. We have dwelt somewhat at length on this subject, 
because erroneous views of policy are apt to be founded on 
the great proportion of what are usually termed establish- 
ment charges in a system of W orkhouse relief ; and the 
Guardians of Unions are sometimes led by such views to 
propose reductions of the salaries of Officers, and of other 
necessary incidental expenditure, to an extent, which would, 
if adopted, impair the efficiency of the W orkhouse, both as a 
means of relief and as a check on the applications of persons 
not really destitute, 

14. The amount of “ Poor-rates lodged” during the six 
months ending 31st March last, considerably exceeds the 
expenditure of that period, and requires explanation. Some 
excess of rates over expenditure has usually occurred in 
that portion of each year, in consequence of the collection 
of the harvest rates ; but in the present year a further lodg- 
ment of rates has arisen from provision having been made in 
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Operations under Consolidated Debts Act. 

a large majority of the Unions in Ireland, for the payment of 
the first Annuity under tho Consolidated Debts Act. 

15. The operations under that statute were completed, 
subject to the amendment of errors, in September last, and 
have been reported in a letter from this department to the 
Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, which has been laid 
before Parliament. A minute was afterwards made by their 
Lordships hi October last, authorizing us to direct the 
Treasurers of Unions to retain in then hands the whole 
Annuity payable by Electoral Divisions of which the expen- 
diture in relief was ascertained to be 4s. in the pound or 
more, and directing so much only of the Annuity to be paid 
in other Divisions as might, together with the relief expendi- 
ture, amount to 4s. in the pound. A Bill to legalize this 
arrangement in respect of the Annuity payable during the 
current year, is now under the consideration of Parliament. 
The sum total of the Annuities charged on each Union, and 
likewise the effect of the proposed remission, are shown in 
a Table, which will be found, together with a copy of the 
Treasury Minute, in the Appendix.* The total amount of the 
year’s Annuity actually received by the Paymaster of Civil 
Services at the date of this Report is £79,691. 

16. The course to be taken regarding the payment of 
these Annuities in future years does not appear to be brought 
directly under consideration by the Bill now before Parlia- 
ment, but we shall be excused for adverting to that subject 
as one which we have regarded with considerable anxiety, 
since the payment of the consolidated debts has been made 
a charge upon the Poor-rates in Ireland. 

The remission, year after year, of these Annuities either in 
the whole or in part, according to the amount of the current 
expenditure on relief in each Electoral Division, has been 
objected to with some reason, on the ground that in many 
Unions on which this charge upon the Rates is at present a 
very serious incumbrance, any future reduction of the expen- 
diture of Poor-rates which might be expected from the 
exertion of proprietors and occupiers iu affording employ- 
ment, or from a more efficient administration of the Poor 
Law, would result in benefit to the Imperial Treasury, and 
not to those whose duty and interest it ought to be locally 
to promote such improvement. On this ground, if the course 
of policy commenced hy the Treasury Minute of October 
last be continued, we are disposed to regard some permanent 
alleviation of the very severe pressure now imposed on cer- 
tain distressed districts as the most suitable and beneficial 
means of promoting their future prosperity and solvency,

the more especially as a definite measure of relief would 
have the effect of removing that uncertainty as to the future 
extent of the public burthens, which is so likely to check 
the reviving spirit of enterprise, and to prevent the intro- 
duction of capital into such districts. The greatest extent 
of the future pressure of pauperism on any Electoral Division 
in Ireland, can now be calculated with some near approach 
to probability ; and the poundage of the future expenditure 
under the Medical Charities Act may be ascertained, now 
that the districts are formed, with tolerable certainty ; the 
amount of County Cess is liable to little fluctuation ; and if 
a definite and final measure of relief in regard to the consoli- 
dated debts were adopted, the Rate-pavers of each district 
would be enabled to form a true estimate of the extent of 
the liabilities which they must expect to provide for, and 
they would have the prospect of enjoying the exclusive 
benefit of any future improvement which might be effected 
in the fiscal condition of the District. 

17. Another portion of the amount included at page 8, 
under the head of “Poor-rates lodged,” which has no corres- 
ponding entry on the expenditure side of the Union account, 
consists of payments to the Rate-in-Aid Fund levied to 
assist distressed Unions, and to reimburse the Treasury for 
advances made on the security of that Act. The sum total 
of the two Rates-in-Aid imposed, that is to say' of 6 d. in the 
pound in 1849, and of 2d. in the pound in 1S50, was £42 1,990, 
and of this amount £409,468 has already been remitted to 
the Paymaster of Civil Services, leaving the small balance of 
£12,522 still to be collected. 

1 8. Emigration under the provisions of the Irish Poor Law 
Acts has been more extensive during the last than in 
any preceding year. In 1848-49, £16,564 was expended 
under this head, including the Emigration of Female 
Orphans to Australia ; in 1849-50, the amount was £16,260, 
and in 1850-51, it was £21,075. In many of the Unions in 
which this means of alleviating general distress is most 
needed, the funds derived from Poor-rate have been in- 
sufficient to carry on the administration of direct relief to 
the destitute ; and the Guardians have therefore of necessity- 
been less active than those of some of the wealthier Unions 
in promoting emigration from the Workhouse. A consider- 
able sum from the Rate-in-Aid Fund was applied by us in tbe 
course of last Summer, in relieving the overcrowded Work- 
houses of Unions in the Counties of Clare and Kerry ; but 
recently tbe approaching exhaustion of that fund lias pre- 
vented our being able to entertain many pressing applications 
which we have received for further assistance for this purpose. 
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The great reduction of the population in the distressed dis- 
tricts, as exhibited by the last Census; the decreasing 
number of applicants for relief, and the beginning of a 
more steady demand for labour, are circumstances which 
have tended to mate us hesitate in applying to emigration 
the residue of the Rate-in-Aid, required as it is for more 
pressing purposes; but on the other hand, where the Guar- 
dians and Rate-payers of a District have wished to avail 
themselves of those provisions of the Poor-law Acts, which 
authorize special funds to he raised by Unions or Electoral 
Divisions for this purpose, we have not opposed ourselves to 
such propositions, hut have exercised our authority to re- 
quire that the parties assisted to emigrate shall he in every 
respect eligible for emigration, and that proper provision 
shall be made for sending them to their place of destination. 

19. The industrial employment of inmates of Work- 
houses is a subject which, during the last two years, has 
excited much attention in consequence of the large number 
of able-bodied persons (now however much diminished) 
who were maintained in the Workhouses in Ireland during 
that period at the public cost. We think it right to observe, 
that we have seen uo reason to change the views expressed 
on this point in paragraphs 20 and 21 of the Thud Annual 
Report. While we recognise the value of regular and con- 
tinuous employment as conducive to health, and as the 
means of maintaining order and discipline among a large 
assemblage of inmates, we do not entertain any sanguine 
views as to the practicability of deriving profit from the 
labour of persons employed in working, not for the benefit 
of themselves or their families, but for the purpose of 
diminishing the burthen caused by their maintenance from a 
public fund. Much is done in many Workhouses by a 
vigilant application of the Workhouse labour to the pro- 
duction ot articles required for consumption in the Work- 
house; and still more might be effected in this way, were 
it not for the absence of that stimulus to exertion which is 
felt by the independent labourer, when employed in working 
lor his own immediate personal advantage. It has not un- 
irequently been proposed to remedy the absence of such a 
stimulus, by giving inmates who are most capable of work- 
mi? with niwfif. tl-io .i 1 1 .

rather than places for the lodging and maintenance of persons 
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whose labour is capable of being profitably employed, and 
who might be induced by indulgences of the nature de- 
scribed, to prefer residence in the Workhouse, to seeking 
subsistence by work elsewhere. We consider, therefore, that 
success in the management of a Workhouse is evidencedrather 
by the absence of persons able’to work profitably for the Rate- 
payers, than by a display of profitable results obtained from 
the labour of a large number of persons reconciled to a 
continuous residence in the Workhouse. 

20. The important bearing of any measure, which may 
tend to make residence in the Workhouse less irksome to 
persons able to work, can be duly estimated only by consider- 
ing the wide range of its influence on the minds of the 
indigent persons who stand next in position above the abso- 
lutely destitute, and who are so numerous a class in Ireland. 
Any success in the conduct of industrial employment in the 
Workhouse, which is obtained by diminishing the unattrac- 
tiveness of a residence there, may admit of being represented 
as an immediate gain to the Rate-payers, but will in the long- 
run entail serious loss by an increase in the number of in- 
mates ; for even admitting that the same success can 5 be 
obtained in employing the labour of an increased number, 
more buildings become necessary to accommodate them, and 
to contain the machinery to be purchased for their employ- 
ment ; more officers to superintend them ; more establishment 
charges. In the meantime the effect of an increasing com- 
petition like this on the value of the labour of persons pro- 
ducing similar work, and on the means of their obtaining 
employment, must be looked at with serious apprehension, 
as tending to accumulate pauperism. Instances have been 
brought under our notice already of the entrance of inmates 
to the Workhouses, having been directly traced to the intro- 
duction of a particular manufacture there, on which the 
persons entering had previously been employed. 

21. We have not permitted the principles advocated in 
the preceding paragraph to interfere with the due industrial 
training of children and young persons in Workhouses. The 
products obtained in the course of instruction are seldom in 
such quantity, or of so much value, as to interfere materially 
with the market ; and the direct object, and very frequent 
result of such training is, that the persons taught may, when 
sufficiently skilled, leave the Workhouse and earn their own 
livelihood. 

22. In carrying out those provisions of the statute 11 & 
12 Vie., cap. 25, which permit farms to the extent of 25 
acres to be taken for the instruction of children under 16 
years of age in an improved system of agriculture, we have 
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endeavoured to guard as much as practicable against any 
evasion of the objects of the statute by substituting adult, 
labour for that of the young persons for whose employment 
and instruction these provisions were enacted. We have, 
therefore, usually stipulated that such farms should be held 
in connexion with buildings wholly detached from the main 
Workhouse, and fitted for the reception and maintenance of 
young persons to be instructed in agriculture ; and in most 
instances this arrangement has been effected. 

23. The desire of Boards of Guardians to take farms under 
this statute has often been connected with an intention to 
obtain profit from the labour of the adult male inmates, by 
employing them on the farm. To such employment of adult 
W orkhouse inmates we have objected, not only as going 
beyond the terms of the Act of Parliament, but as tending 
to make residence in the Workhouse less irksome to persons 
able to work, than it is when employment is found for them 
within the enclosed yards of the building; and since the 
number of this class of paupers has decreased, there has been 
less anxiety shown to take additional land beyond the 12 
acres authorized by the original Act. In some Unions, as in 
those of Galway, Ballina, Cllogheen, Dungarvan, Mew Ross, 
Gorey, Kilrush, and Ennis, the Guardians have carried out 
the precise object of the Legislature in giving young persons 
under sixteen the benefit of instruction in improved modes 
of agriculture, and these exertions have been reported to 
us by some of our Inspectors as productive of very useful 
and beneficial results. W e give in the Appendix a few of the 
most interesting of the Reports which we have received on 
the working of this statute.* 

24. In the 16th, 17th and 18th paragraphs of the Fourth 
Annual Report we pointed out the alarming spread of Oph- 
thalmic disease in the Irish W orkhouses, and the steps which 
we took to arrest its progress, especially in certain Work- 
houses in which it had prevailed most severely. We regret 
to say, that notwithstanding the publicity given by us to the 
recommendations of the most eminent Oculists in Ireland, 
the past year exhibits a considerable increase in the num- 
bers attacked, in comparison with those of the previous year. 

25. The Unions which have suffered most from Ophthalmia 
during the year 1851, are those of Clonmel, Cashel, Cork, 
Limerick, Ivilrush, Kanturk, Ifilmallock, Loughrea, Scariff, 
Millstreet, and Tipperary. The total number of cases in the 
Workhouses in Ireland, during 1851, was 45,947; followed 
by loss of both eyes in 263 cases ; of one eye in 656 cases ; 
by partial injury to the sight in 754 cases; 40,684 having

been discharged cured, and about 1,200 continuing under 
treatment. In the Reports which we have received on this 
subject, much has transpired to show that a great many of 
the cases have arisen from malingering, especially on the 
part of the children, who in order to escape school, or to 
obtain the better description of diet generally given to 
Ophthalmic patients, have rubbed their eyes with urine, 
lime, or other irritating matters, in order to produce inflam- 
mation. Such patients sometimes take by infection in 
Hospital, the severest type of the disease. As to other 
natural causes originating Ophthalmia, we find from the 
present as from the previous Returns, that it has prevailed 
most in warm weather, that is to say in the months of June, 
July, August, and September, and that its appearance in a 
Workhouse has usually been concurrent with its appearance 
as an epidemic in the neighbourhood. There can be little 
doubt that Workhouses, like Barracks or other Institutions, 
in which numbers of persons are lodged together, and take 
exercise in spaces enclosed by walls, are peculiarly favour- 
able to the spread of this disease when once introduced, and 
to the development of severer types than prevail among 
persons not subject to such confinement. We shall continue 
to urge upon our Inspectors, and upon Boards of Guardians 
and their Medical Officers, the adoption of those alleviatory 
measures which have been recommended by Dr. Jacob, and Mr. 
Wilde, and which are more particularly described in the Re- 
ports of those gentlemen, and in our Circular of the 1st March, 
1851. See Appendix A., Ho. IX., of the last Annual Report. 

26. Since the date of the last Report an Act w x as passed 
providing for the support of Dispensaries from the Poor- 
rates, in place of the previous system, by which those Estab- 
lishments were dependent on private subscriptions, aided by 
presentments of County Cess, and altering the constitution 
of the Poor Law Commission, by abolishing the office of 
Assistant Commissioner, and by the appointment of two 
additional Commissioners, one of them under the title of 
Medical Commissioner. The appointment of Mr. Ball, as a 
Commissioner, and of Dr. M'Donnell, as Medical Commis- 
sioner, was made by Her Majesty’s warrant, bearing date 
29th October, 1851. The organization of Dispensary Dis- 
tricts has since proceeded, and is now nearly complete 
throughout Ireland. The proceedings under the Medical 
Charities Act, will, however, be made the subject of a sepa- 
rate Report to your Excellency at the expiration of one year 
from the commencement of the operations, in conformity 
with the provisions of the 20th Section of the Act. 

27. On the 19th January, 1852, the General Order pre- 
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viously in existence for regulating the proceedings of 
Boards of Guardians in Ireland, was rescinded, and an 
amended Order issued to all the Unions in Ireland in the 
Form which will he found in the Appendix.* A revision of 
the existing Order of Accounts has been for some time 
under consideration, and we shall probably issue an amended 
Order of Accounts in the course of the present year. 

28. The operations requisite for the adjustment of the 
liabilities of Unions and Electoral Divisions, the Boundaries 
of which were altered in the years 1849 and 1850, are still 
in progress. It became necessary, as stated in the last Re- 
port, to suspend these operations in consequence of the 
necessity of first effecting a settlement of the debts due to 
Government under the Consolidated Debts and Annuities 
Act. The completion of that task has placed us at liberty 
to proceed with the adjustment of the internal liabilities 
arising between Townland and Townland, on the change of 
Boundaries ; and we give in the Appendix a General Order, 
dated 11th December, 1851, showing the nature of the 
operations required in each case.j On finishing the calcu- 
lations for any particular Union, a Special Order is issued 
setting forth the amount payable to or by each Townland, 
in a Form which will likewise be found in the Appendix.^ 

29. Representations having been made of the expediency 
of promulgating some General Regulations for the guidance 
of the Governor and Medical Officers of the Hospitals of the 
Dublin House of Industry on certain points, we submit in 
the Appendix a Copy of a Sealed Order which was issued, 
prescribing such Regulations, on the 4th March, 1852.§ 

30. In the 26th paragraph of our Fourth Annual Report, 
we stated that, in addition to the changes previously effected 
in the Boundaries of Unions and Electoral Divisions, we 
contemplated the carrying out some further portion of the 

alterations recommended by the Boundary Commissioners. In 

considering the expediency of carrying those recommenda- 
tions into effect in the Province of Ulster, where the Boun- 
daries previously established did not appear to create any 
general inconvenience or dissatisfaction, we thought it 
expedient to regulate our proceedings to a great extent by the 
local opinion of each District, as expressed by the several 
Boards of Guardians ; and at the same time we thought it 
expedient to retain the existing Boundaries of Unions, 
merely reducing the area of Electoral Divisions in 
accordance with the recommendations of the Boundary 
Commissioners, in those cases where it appeared that such an

alteration was generally considered desirable. Froni a state- 
ment given in the Appendix,* it will be seen that these 
operations were concluded in the month of October last. 
The whole number of Electoral Divisions in Ireland, upon 
the completion of the changes of Boundaries commenced in 
the Autumn of 1319, has been increased from 2,050 to 3,439. 

31. From the experience obtained during the last two 
years, we are disposed to believe that the considerable 
changes in the Boundaries of Unions and Electoral Divisions, 
recommended by the Boundary Commissioners, and in great 
part carried into operation by our orders, have been attended 
with useful results, and have been generally satisfactory to 
those locally interested in the administration of the law. 
In the larger number of cases in which objections have been 
made to the recent changes, the grounds of such objections 
relate not to any inconvenience practically affecting the 
administration of Relief to the Poor, but to the manner in 
which the existing arrangements affect the interests of 
certain proprietors or occupiers of rateable property. We 
are not in possession of all the considerations which may 
have affected the decisions of the Boundary Commissioners 
previous to the completion of their Reports; and wc are aware 
that these decisions must have involved the various and 
complicated interests of the several parties affected by the 
new territorial arrangements. We are therefore convinced, 
that any attempt to adjust claims of this nature would in- 
volve a re-examination on our part of the same questions 
which were fully considered by the Commissioners appointed 
for that express object ; and if attempted at all, should bo 
accompanied by due notice to all the parties interested in 
the result. Considering these circumstances, and not feeling 
assured that any further changes which wo might be led to 
adopt, would be altogether free from objections similar to 
those now presented to us, and having practical experience 
of the amount of temporary inconvenience which results 
from the necessity for re-adjusting the Accounts of Unions 
upon each change in the Boundaries of Electoral Divisions, 
we have thought it advisable to adhere to the arrangements 
already carried into effect by us, in pursuance of the recom- 
mendations of the Boundaiy Commissioners.

No. II. — Order under Section 5 of 10 Vic. c. 31, for afford- 
ing Medical Relief out of the Workhouse, and for 
the appointment of a Medical Officer to attend and 
dispense Medicine.

To the Guardians of the Poor of the Mitchelstown Union; to the 
Clerk to the said Guardians ; to the Clerk or Clerks ' 1 to the 
Justices of the Petty Sessions held for the Division or Divisions 
in which the Towalands and Places comprised within the said 
Union are situated, and to all others whom it may concern : 
Whereas it appears to us, the Commissioners for administerin'* the 
Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, to he necessary and expedient 
that a Medical Officer should be appointed for the 'Electoral Divi- 
sions of Galbally, Duntryleague, Biversdale, and Anglesborough, of 
the Mitchelstown Union, for the purpose of affording Medical Relief 
out of the Workhouse of the said Union in the said Electoral Divi-

the Electoral Divisions thereof, and from Townlands separated from 
certain of the said Unions Wo have, by other Orders issued from time 
to time under Seal, formed the Unions named in the Schedule B 
hereunto annexed :

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Workhouses still situate in the said Union, or any of them, 
or of any land adjoining to or connected with such Work- 
houses, or of any addition to or repairs of such buildings, or 
on account of any loans contracted for any of the purposes 
aforesaid, deducting, nevertheless, from the sums paid or 
secured to he paid oil account of the purchase or erection of 
any such building, an abatement hereafter to be determined 
for the use thereof, from the time of such building being first 
used for or in connexion with the reception and maintenance 
of inmates until the time of change : 

2ndly. Of the value of all moveable property and growing crops, 
if any, belonging to the Guardians of the said Union which 
were in possession of tho said Guardians at the time of change, 
and which remained in the custody or possession of the 0 di- 
cers of the said Union, excepting such of tho said moveable 
property as consists of Clothing and Bedding on hand unap- 
propriated, and provisions and necessaries uncousumed, the 
value of such last-mentioned property to be adjusted and 
charged as We shall specially direct by a separate Order in 
the case of each Union. 

And every Townland remaining in the said Union shall he debited 
with its proportion, according to its net annual value at the time 
of change, of the sums so credited to the Townlands separated from 
the said Union as aforesaid : 

And with respect to all Workhouses or auxiliary Workhouses 
which, hv reason of such alteration of the Boundaries of Unions 
named in Schedule A, are now situate in a different Union from that 
in which they were situate before the time of change, We do hereby 
Order and Direct as follows, that is to say : — - 

Every Townland, formerly comprised in the Union in which such 
Workhouses or auxiliary Workhouses were situate before the time 
of change, and now comprised either in that Union or in some Union 
ether than the Union iu which such Workhouses or auxiliary Work- 
houses are now' situate, shall he credited with its share according to 
its net annual value at the time of change — 

lstly. Of all sums paid by the Guardians of the Union in which 
such Workhouses or auxiliary Workhouses were situate be- 
fore the time of change, or secured and charged ou the Poor- 
rates of the said Union on account of the purchase or building 
of the said Workhouses, or of any land adjoining to or con- 
nected with such Workhouses, or of any addition to or repairs 
of such buildings, or on account of any loans contracted for 
any of tho purposes aforesaid, deducting, nevertheless, from 
the sums paid or secured to be paid ou account of the pur- 
chase or erection of any such building or land connected 
therewith, an abatement hereafter to he determined for the 
use thereof from the time of such building being first used 
for or iu connexion with the reception and maintenance of 
inmates, until the time of change : 

2ndly. Of tho value of all moveable property and growing 
crops, if any, belonging to the Guardians of the Union in 
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which such Workhouses or auxiliary Workhouses were situ- 
ate at the time of change, and which thereupon passed into tko 
possession or custody of the Officers of the Union in which 
such Workhouses or auxiliary Workhouses are now situate. 

And every Townland now comprised in the Union wherein such 
Workhouses or auxiliary Workhouses are now situate, shall be de- 
bited with its proportion according to its net annual value at the 
time of change, of the sums so to be credited as aforesaid to tbe 
Townlands which were formerly comprised in the Union wherein 
such Workhouses or auxiliary Workhouses wore situate beforo the 
time of change, and which are now comprised in the said Union, or 
some Union other than the Union in which such Workhouses or 
auxiliary Workhouses are now situate ; excepting nevertheless such 
of the said debts as have been incurred in providing a supply of 
Bedding and Clothing, and Provisions and other articles of daily 
consumption in the administration of relief, such last-mentioned 
debts to be adjusted and charged as We shall hereafter direct. 

The balance, if any, resulting from a comparison of such debits 
and credits in favour of each Townland, shall he payable to the credit 
of the said Townland by the Treasurer of the Union from which it 
shall have been separated, to the Treasurer of the Union in which 
such Townland is now situate, and the balance, if any, against such 
Townland, shall he payable on behalf of the said Townland by the 
Treasurer of the Union in which it is now situate, to the Treasurer 
of the Union from which it shall have been separated. 

And Wc do hereby further Order and Direct as follows, that is 
to say : — 

Every Townland separated from a Union named in Schedule A, 
and transferred to another Union, shall he debited with its propor- 
tion according to its net annual value at the time of change — 

lstlv. Of all sums paid by the Guardians of the Union to 
which such Townland has’ been added, or secured and charged 
on the Poor-rates thereof, on account of the purchase or 
building of the said Workhouse and auxiliary Workhouses, 
or any of them, or of any Land adjoining to or connected with 
such Workhouses, or of any addition to or repairs of such 
buildings, or on account of any loans contracted for any of 
the purposes aforesaid, deducting, nevertheless, from the 
sums paid or secured to he paid on account of the purchase 
or erection of any such building, an abatement hereafter to 
be determined for the use thereof, from the time of such 
building being first used for or in connexion with the recep- 
tion and maintenance of inmates until the time of change : 
Sndly. Of the value of all moveable property, goods, and chat- 
tels, and growing crops, if any, belonging to the Guardians 
of the said Union which were in possession of the said Guar- 
dians at the time of change, except provisions and other 
articles of daily consumption, and except such articles charge- 
able as establishment charges as Bhallnot have been paid for 
at the time of change. 

Every Townland formerly comprised in the Union, to which such 
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before-mentioned Townlands have been transferred, and still com- 
prised therein, shall be credited with its share according to its net 
annual value at the time of change, of the sums so debited to such 
last-mentioned Townlands as hereinbefore directed. 

Provided always, and We do hereby except from the operation of 
this Order all such of the said debts and liabilities as have been con- 
solidated and charged by way of Annuity under the provisions of 
the said recited Act of the Thirteenth Year of the Reign of her pre- 
sent Majesty. 

And We do hereby further Order and Direct that all rates made 
and outstanding at the time of change on the several Electoral Divi- 
sions of any Union shall be collected from the parties liable by law 
to pay the same, by the persons authorized to collect and receive 
such rates, aud shall ho lodged with the Treasurer of the said Union 
as now constituted, to be placed to the credit of the Guardians on 
account of the Electoral Division from which such rates shall have 
been collected. 

And We do hereby further Order and Direct that the Clerk of each 
of the said Unions in Schedule A, shall keep, in a form to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, an account to ho entitled “The old Union 
Townlands Account in which he shall enter against or in favour of, 
as the case may be, each Townland formerly comprised in the said 
Union, the balance against or in favour of such Townland at the 
time of change, and shall credit each such Townland with its share, 
according to the proportion of its net annual value at the time of 
change, of the outstanding rates or other receipts lodged oil account 
of the Electoral Division in which such Townlaud shall have been 
formerly situate, less the poundage payable to the Collector and any 
other expenses chargeable to such Electoral Division in respect of 
the recovery of such outstanding rates or of such other receipts as 
aforesaid, deducting likewise all such sums as the said Treasurer is 
hound by Law to reserve from such lodgments, and place to the 
account entitled “The General Rate-in-Aid Account and shall 
likewise credit such Townland with the Sums paid, from time to 
time on its behalf to the Treasurer of the said Union, as hereinbe- 
fore directed, and shall debit such Townland with its share, accord- 
ing to its net annual value at the time of change of such part of any 
expenses which shall be incurred iu the settlement of the ailairs of 
the said Union as constituted before the time of change, as We, the 
said Commissioners, shall from time to time direct. ° 

And We do hereby further Order and Direct that the Clerk of 
each of the said Unions in Schedule A, shall furnish a statement of 
the debits and credits of each such Townland to the Board of Guar- 
dians of the Union in which it shall bo hereafter situate from time 
to time, whenever he shall be required by us so to do, and if at any 
time the balance shall be in favour of such Townlaud, such balauee 
shall be paid by the Treasurer of the said Union in Schedule A to 
the Treasurer of the Union in which such Townland shall be situate 
and placed to the credit of such Townland. ’ 

And We do hereby further Order and Direct that the' Guardians 
ol the Union now comprising any Townland formerly situate in 
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any Union named in Schedule A, shall, in the making of all rates 
on the Electoral Division thereof, containing such Town land, in- 
clude in their estimates of the rates so to be made, the amount of 
the balance then standing against such Townland, and shall levy 
the same, together with the rates leviable for the relief of the Poor 
and for the other expenses chargeable on such Electoral Division ; 
provided nevertheless, that the balance so standing against such 
Townland shall he leviable from such Townland separately, and 
shall be assessed thereon by an equal poundage rate on the rateable 
hereditaments situate in sncli Townland, in addition to the pound- 
age rate leviable thereon for the relief of the Poor and for the other 
expenses chargeable oil such Electoral Division, and such addition 
to the Rates shall be deemed to be part of the Rates made upon 
and belonging to the Electoral Divisiou, and shall, when collected, 
be credited to the Electoral Division accordingly. 

And We do hereby further Order and Direct that the Guardians 
of each of the Unions named in Schedules A and B shall, in respect 
of any balance paid or stauding to the credit of any Townland in 
such Union, in the next rate thereafter to be made on the Electoral 
Division comprising such Townland, reduce the poundage leviable 
on the several rateable hereditaments situate in such Townland, by 
deducting from it the poundage of the sum so paid or standing to 
the credit of such Townland, and the sum so paid to the credit of 
such Townland, shall, after the making of such rate, he forthwith 
transferred to the credit of such Electoral Division. 

And We do hereby further Order and Direct that the balance due 
from each Townland, if any, shall, from and after the making of a 
Rate with additional poundage sufficient to discharge the same, be 
chargeable on the Electoral Division in which such Townland shall 
be situate. 

And We do hereby further Order and Direct that the Clerk of 
each of the said Unions named in Schedules A and B shall keep an 
account in a form to be provided for that purpose, entitled " The 
Union Townland Account? in which he shall enter, from 
time to time, the balances duo to or from the several Townlands iu 
the Union, and the sums, if any, which shall be paid, or which 
shall be standing to the credit of each of such Townlands, or the 
stuns, if any, which shall be paid by and on behalf of such Town- 
land, until all balances against or in favour of such Townlands shall 
have been liquidated.

No. IV.— -General Order of the 19th January, 1852, 
Regulating the Meetings and Proceedings of Boards 
of Guardlins, and prescribing the Duties of Union 
Officers. 

[The articles and portions of articles printed in Italics were not in the 
previous Orders.] 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed, and the Officers of such Unions • 
To the Clerk or Clerks to the J tjstices of the Petty Sessions 
held for the Division or Divisions in which the Townlands and 
Places comprised within the said Unions are situate, and to all 
others whom it may concern : 

"We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief 
of the Poor in Ireland, in pursuance of the authorities vested 
in Us, by an Act passed in the Second Tear of the Beign of He? 
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Majesty, Queen Victoria, intituled, “An Act for the more effectual 
Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland ,” and by the other Acts in 
force for the Belief of the Poor in Ireland, and amending the said 
Act, do hereby rescind so much of every Order heretofore issued by 
the Poor Law Commissioners, or the Commissioners for administer- 
ing the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, to the several 
Unions named in the Schedule hereunto annexed, and now in force, as 
is in any way affected or altered by the Regulations herein contained, 
except so far as the same may have authorized the making of any 
Contract not yet executed, or the appointment of any of the exist- 
ing Officers, or the giving and receiving of securities for the per- 
formance of their duties : 

And We do hereby Order, Direct, and Declare, with respect to 
each and every of the Unions named in the said Schedule, as 
follows : — 

MEETINGS OF THE GUARDIANS. 

Article I. — No Guardian shall act in virtue of his office, other- 
wise than as a member and at a meeting of the Board of Guardians, 
legally assembled. 

Provided, however, that in cases where the consent of a 
majority of the total number of the Guardians of an Union, 
or where the consent of the Guardian , or of a majority of 
Guardians, of any Electoral Division, is required by tbe said 
Acts, it shall be lawful for any Guardian to give his con- 
sent otherwise than at a meeting of tbe Board of Guardians. 

Provided, also, that this Article shall not be construed to apply 
to cases in w’hieli the said Acts, or any orders of the Com- 
missioners, may specially authorize a Guardian to act other- 
wise than at a meeting of the Board of Guardians. 

Article II. — The Guardians shall, upon the day of the week, 
and the hour of the day, and at the place already appointed for 
holding the Ordinary Meetings, hold an Ordinary Meeting, once at 
the least in every week, for the execution of their duties ; and may, 
when they think fit, change the period, time, and place, with the 
consent of the Commissioners previously had and obtained; — 
provided , however, that if they shall think jit , the Guardians may, with 
the previous consent of the Commissio7iers, appoint more than one day 
in each week for the transaction of the ordinary business of the 
Union. 

Article III. — The Guardians shall at the first meeting after every 
annual or general election of Guardians for the Union, elect out of 
the whole number of Guardians a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and 
Deputy Vice-Chairman, who shall respectively continu sto hold their 
offices until the next annual or general election of Guardians shall 
take place, unless they shall 2 )reviously die , resign , become incapable , 
or be disqualified by ceasing to be Guardians of the Union. 

Article IV. — If a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, or Deputy Vice- 
Chairman, die, resign his office, or become incapable or disqualified 
to act as Chairman, Vice-Chairman, or Deputy Vice-Chairman, before 
tbe expiration of tbe term of office, the Guardians shall, within one 
month after the occurrence of the death, resignation, incapacity, or 
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disqualification, elect some other Guardian to such office, as the case 
may require : but no ex-officio Guardian shall he deemed to vacate 
such office at the period prescribed by hue for the selection of ex-officio 
Guardians, if he continue to act a-s ex-officio Guardian at and after 
such period according to Late. 

Aeixcle V. — No act of auy meeting of the Guardians shall be 
valid unless three Guardians at least lie present, and if no greater 
number of Guardians be present, unless they shall all of them concur 
therein. 

Article VI. — If three Guardians be not present at any Meeting, 
an entry of that fact shall be made in the Minute Book hy the 
Clerk to the Guardians, and the time for holding such Meeting shall 
be deemed to have expired as soon as the said entry shall have been 
made. But one hour at least shall be allowed to elapse from the 
time fixed for the commencement of the Meeting, before such entry 
shall he made, and the Clerk to the Guardians shall report the fact 
of such failure of attendance to the Commissioners, on the following 
day. 

Article VII. — If three or four or more Guardians bepresentatany 
Ordinary Meeting, such three, or the majority of such four or more 
Guardians, may adjourn the same, to the day of the next Ordinary 
Meeting, or to some other day previous to the next Ordinary 
Meeting. 

Article V III. — An Extraordinary Meeting of the Guardians may 
be summoned to be held at any time, upon the requisition of any 
two Guardians, addressed to the Clerk of the Guardians. Every 
such requisition shall be made in writing, according to the Form A 
hereunto annexed ; and no business, other than the business specified 
in the said requisition, shall he transacted at such Extraordinary 
Meeting. 

Article IX. — Notice of every snch Extraordinary Meeting, and 
notice of every change in the period, time, or place of holding any 
Ordinary Meeting, and notice of the adjournment of any Meeting, 
shall he given in writing to every Guardian. Every such notice 
shall be respectively according to the Forms B, C, and D, hereunto 
annexed, and shall be given or sent by the Clerk to every Guardian ; 
or left at his place of abode, two da3-s, if practicable, before 
the day appointed for the meeting to which it relates : but if any 
case of emergency should arise, requiring that an Extraordinary 
Meeting of the Guardians should immediately take place, notice 
shall nevertheless be given to as many of the Guardians as may he 
practicable, and they, or any three of them, shall meet at the 
ordinary place of meeting, and take such case into consideration, arid 
may make an order or orders thereon. 

EEOCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD. 

Article X. — At every Meeting, the Chairman, or, in his absence, 
the Vice-Chairman, or in his absence, the Deputy Vice-Chairman, 
shall preside ; and if at the commencement of any Meeting the 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Deputy Vice-Chairman be absent, 
the Guardians present shall elect one of themselves to preside at 
such Meeting as Chairman thereof, until the Chairman, Vice- 
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Chairman, or Deputy Vice-Chairman (as tlie case may be) may take 
the chair. 

Article SI. — Every question at any Meeting consisting of more 
than three Guardians, shall be determined by a majority of the votes 
of the Guardians present thereat and voting on the question; and 
when there shall be an equal number of votes on any question, such 
question shall be deemed to have been lost. 

Article XII. — The Presiding Chairman AM be entitled to glee 
one vote upon each question that mag be submitted to the Guardians; 
out he shall not, under any circumstances, be entitled to any additional 
vote or casting vote. 

Article XIII. — No resolution previously agreed to or adopted 
by the Board of Guardians shall be rescinded, altered, or amended 
(except in pursuance of an Order, Regulation, or request of the 
Commissioners) unless some Guardian shall have given to the Board 
fourteen days’ notice of a motion to rescind or alter such resolution ; 
and such notice shall be in writing, and shall bo forthwith entered 
on the Minutes by the Clerk, who shall, within seven days after 
such entry, forward a copy of the same to each Guardian. 

Provided always that this regulation shall not extend to any 
resolution which relates only to the admission into, or the 
discharge from, the Workhouse, of any destitute person, or 
to any decision of the Guardians arising on their exami- 
nation, approval, or correction of the Register of persons 
relieved. 

Article XIV. — The Guardians may, from time to time (as 
occasion may require), appoint a Committee to consider and report 
on any subject or matters referred to them, and the Guardians shall 
name one Member of every such Committee to be Chairman of tire 
same : and such Committee may meet at such times and places as 
to them may seem convenient ; but no act or decision of any such 
Committee shall he deemed to ho the act of the Board of Guardians, 
unless the same shall have been reported to, and expressly adopted 
by, the said Board. 

* Article XV. — At every Ordinary Meeting of the Guardians, 
the business shall be conducted in the following order : — 

Istly, — The Minutes of the last Ordinary Meeting, and of any 
other Meeting which may have been held since such Ordi- 
nary Meeting, shall be read to the Guardians and signed li- 
the Chairman presiding at the Meeting at which such 
- Minutes are read ; and an entry of the same having been so 
read, shall be made in the Minutes of the day when read. 

2ndly. — The Guardians shall examine, and approve or correct 
(if necessary), the Register Book of persons admitted into 
and relieved in the Workhouse, and the Out-door Relief 
Register ; and such Register Books when so examined, and 
approved or corrected, shall be signed by the Chairman, and 
countersigned by the Clerk. 

3r dly. They shall receive and consider the Report of the 

Clerk or other Officer upon the execution of all Orders made 
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by tlio Eoard at such previous Meeting, or any preceding Meet- 
ing; and shall give such further directions thereon as may 
appear necessary. 

4tlily. — They shall examine the Clerk’s Accounts, the Trea- 
surer’s Book of Receipts and Payments, the Accounts of 
the Collectors of Rates, the Accounts and other Boohs of the 
Master of the Workhouse, the Medical Officers' Weekly Return 
Book , the several Relieving Officers’ Accounts, and the Accounts 
which may he required to he kept by any other Officer in the 
Onion ; and shall see that such of them as are required to 
be authenticated by the Clerk are duly authenticated and 
signed by him ; and they shall thereupon direct such cheques 
to be drawn on the Treasurer, and such orders to he made on 
Contractors, as may appear necessary to provide for the relief 
of the destitute Poor in the Workhouse, and by the Relieving 
Officers in their several districts; and every such cheque or 
order shall be signed by the presiding Chairman and two 
Guardians, and countersigned by the Clerk. 

HftAj.—They shall examine the Reports of the several Officers, 
and the Report of the Visiting Committee of the Workhouse, 
and make such orders thereon, respectively, as may appear 
to them fitting and expedient. 

Gthly . — They shall take into consideration all letters addressed 
by the Commissioners to the presiding Chairman, or to the 
Clerk of the Union, and all other correspondence relating to 
the business of the Union ; and such directions as the Board 
may give thereon, shall be recorded on the Minutes. 

7 tidy. — They shall consider and decide upon, and give the 
necessary directions respecting all provisional admissions 
into the Workhouse, since the last Ordinary Meeting of the 
Guardians. 

Stilly . — They shall take into consideration the Report of any 
District Committee of Guardians, appointed under an Order 
of the Commissioners to receive and examine applications for 
relief; and they shall further consider all applications for 
relief, and the particulars recorded in regard to each case in 
the Application and Report Book of each Relieving Officer; 
and shall decide whether any, and if so, what relief or further 
relief should be granted in each particular case, in pursuance 
of the laws for the relief of the poor; and the decision of the 
Board shall be forthwith recorded in the said Books, to be 
authorized by the signature or initials of the presiding Chair- 
man in the columns respectively provided for that purpose. 

9thly. — They shall consider the Report of the Master of the 
Workhouse, and order the discharge of such persons as 
appear to be no longer proper objects of relief in the Work- 
house of the Union. 

lOthly. They shall, subject to the approval of the Commis- 
sioners, determine the kind of ivork to be performed by the 
persons admitted into the Workhouse, and giye all needful 
directions concerning the management and discipline of the 
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Workhouse of the Union, and the providing of furniture 
and stores, and other articles. 

llthly . — They shall proceed to examineand select from amongst 
the candidates presenting themselves before them, competent 
persons to fill any vacancy or vacancies that may exist amongst 
the Officers, whom the Guardians are legally empowered to 
appoint, due notice having been previously given of such 
election, as hereinafter provided. 

12thly . — -ffliey shall consider any resolution proposed ly any 
Guardian, not having immediate reference to the business pre- 
viously. under their consideration, due notice having been given 
thereof, if necessary, as hereinbefore provided in' Article 13; 
and their decision on such proposed resolution shall be recorded 
on the Minutes of their proceedings. 

1 3thly . — The Presiding Chairman shall receive, and shall cause 
to he read aloud by the Clerk, and entered upon the Minutes, 
any notice for the election of an Union Officer, or any notice of 
any resolution relating to the administration of the laws for 
the relief of the poor, intended to be proposed at any future 
Meeting of the Guardians. 

Provided, however, that when it shall appear to them necessary, the 
Guardians shall be enabled to depart from the order of proceed- 
ings hereinbefore laid down. 

And provided also , that whenever the Guardians shall have appoint- 
ed more than one day in each week for their ordinary Meetings, 
they shall apportion the business to be transacted at each such 
Meeting, so far as such business may be connected with the 
attendance of any Officer of the Union or the performance of 
any particular duty by any such Officer, in such manner that the 
same business shall invariably be transacted upon one of the days 
fixed for the Meeting of the Guardians ; and whenever it is 
herein provided that any act shall be performed at each ordinary 
Meeting of the Guardians, such provision shall le interpreted to 
mean such day of weekly Meeting as shall be appointed by the 
Guardians for that purpose. 

CONTRACTS. 

Article XVI. — All Contracts to he entered into on behalf of the 
Union, relating to the maintenance, clothing, lodging, employment, 
or relief of the poor, or for any other purpose relating to, or con- 
nected with the general management of the poor, shall he made 
and entered into by the Guardians. 

Article XVII. — The Guardians shall require Tenders to he made 
in some sealed paper for the supply of all provisions, fuel, clothing, 
furniture, or other goods, or materials, the consumption of which 
may be estimated, one month with another, to exceed ten pounds 
per month, and also of all furniture, or materials, the cost of which 
may be reasonably estimated to exceed ten pounds in a single sum. 

Article XVIII. — Any work or repairs to be executed in the 
W orkhouse, or the premises connected with the Workhouse, or any 
fittings to be put up therein, which shall respectively be reasonably 

D 
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estimated to exceed the cost of twenty pounds in one sum, shall be 
contracted for by the Guardians, on sealed Tenders, in tbe manner 
prescribed in Articles 16 and 17. 

Article XIX. — Notice of the nature and conditions of the Con- 
tract to be entered into, of the last day and hour on which Tenders 
will be received, and the day on which the Tenders will be opened, 
shall he given in some newspaper circulating in the Union, and in 
such other manner as the Guardians may direct , not less than ten days 
previous to the last day on which such Tenders shall be received : 
and no Tender shall be opened by the Clerk, or any Guardian or 
other person, before the day specified in such notice, or otherwise 
than at a Meeting of the said Guardians. 

Article XX. — When any Tender shall be accepted, . the party 
making the Tender shall, in pursuance of these regulations, enter 
into a Contract, iu writing, with the Guardians, containing the terms, 
conditions, and stipulations mutually agreed upon ; and whenever 
the Guardians shall deem it advisable, the party contracting shall, 
in like manner, find one or more surety or sureties, who shall enter 
into a bond in such penalty as the Guardians shall think fit, 
conditioned for the due performance of the Contract. 

Article XXI.— The Contracts shall be in such form as the 
Commissioners may, from time to time, prescribe or approve, if any 
form shall have been prescribed or approved for that purpose by the 
Commissioners. 

Article XXII.— Provided always, that if from the peculiar 
nature of any furniture, provisions, goods, materials, or fittings to be 
supplied, or of any work or repairs to be executed, it shall appear 
to the Guardians desirable that a specific person or persons be 
employed to supply or execute the same, or that they should he 
purchased without requiring sealed Tenders, as hereinbefore directed, 
it shall he lawful for the Board of Guardians, with the consent of 
the Commissioners first had and obtained, to enter into a Contract 
with such person or persons as may he deemed best qualified to 
supply or execute the same, and to require such sureties and securities 
as are specified in Article 20, or to purchase such furniture, 
provisions, goods, materials, or fittings, in such other manner as the 
Commissioners may direct or sanction. 

RELIEF BY WAY OF LOAN. 

Article XXIII. — Any relief in the Workhouse, or the cost price 
thereof, which the Guardians shall, after due consideration of the 
circumstances of the case, think fit to give by way of Loan, shall 
he given by way of Loan, and shall be recoverable as such under 
the provisions of the said first-recited Act. 

ORDERS FOR PAYMENT OF MONEY. 

Article XXIV. — The Guardians shall pay every sum amounting 
to three pounds or more, by a distinct and separate cheque or order , 
which shall be dra^vn upon the Treasurer of the Union, and shall 
be signed by the presiding Chairman of the Meeting, and two other 
Guardians present thereat, and shall be countersigned by the Clerk 
to the Guardians. 
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APPOINTMENT OF PAID OFFICER3. 

Article XXY . — The Board of Guardians shall, os soon as may 
he requisite, and from time to time hereafter upon the occurrence of 
any vacancy, appoint fit persons to perform respectively the duties 
specified by the Rules and Regulations of the Commissioners, in 
force at the time, to be the duties of the following Officers : — 

1. Clerk of the Guardians. 

2. Treasurer of the Union. 

3. Medical Officer of the Workhouse. 

4. Master of the Workhouse. 

5. Matron. 

6. Porter. 

7. Schoolmaster. 

8. Schoobnistress. 

And shall appoint such Assistants as the Board of Guardians, 
with the consent of the Commissioners, shall deem necessary for the 
efficient performance of the duties of the said several Officers ; 

And the Guardians shall further appoint so many Relieving 
Officers as the Commissioners shall from time to time "require and 
approve ; and shall assign to such Relieving Officers such Electoral 
Division or Divisions, or such parts thereof, as the Commissioners 
may direct or approve ; 

And in case any Collector of County Cess shall not offer to collect 
the Poor Rates in any Electoral Division or Divisions, in which or hi 
any part whereof he is authorized to collect the County Cess, and he 
approved by the Commissioners as a Jit person to collect Rates, or 
shall not give such security, or accept such salary or allowance as the 
Commissioners shall approve, the Guardians shall app>oint one or more 
persons to act as Collectors of Poor Rates for such District or 
Districts as the Commissioners shall approve . 

Article XXVI — The Officers so appointed to or holding any of 
the said offices shall respectively perform such duties as may be 
required of them by the Rules and Regulations of the Commissioners, 
in force at the time, together with all such other duties, conformable 
with the nature of their respective offices, as the Board of Guardians 
may lawfully require them to perform. 

Article XXYIL — The Board of Guardians shall, from time to 
time, if they shall desire to make any change in the division of the 
Union into Districts for the Collection of the Poor Rate, or in the 
assignment of Collectors to such Districts, or in the Districts of 
Relieving Officers, report every such change to the Commissioners 
for their approbation. 

MODE OF APPOINTMENT. 

Article XXYIII. — Every Officer and Assistant to be appointed 
under this Order, shall be appointed by a majority of the Guardians 
present at any Meeting of the Board, in the manner directed in 
Article 11 ; and every such appointment shall, as soon as the same 
shall have been made, be reported to the Commissioners by the 
Clerk to the Guardians. 

Article XXIX. — Xo appointment of any Officer shall be made 
under this Order, unless notice that such appointment will be made 
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shall have been given and entered on the Minutes at one of the two 
Ordinary Meetings of the Board next preceding the Meeting at 
which the appointment shall be made, and unless an advertisement 
giving notice of such appointment, shall, by the direction of the 
Guardians, entered on their Minutes, have appeared in some public 
paper, at least seven days before the day on which such appointment 
shall be made. 

QUALIFICATIONS OF OFFICERS. 

Article XXX. — No person shall be appointed by the Guardians 
as a Collector of Poor Rates or Relieving Officer who is engaged in 
retail trade of any kind. 

Article XXXI. — If the Master and Matron be respectively 
husband and wife, and one of them should be dismissed by order of 
the Commissioners, or should otherwise vacate his or her office, the 
other shall not be qualified to hold his or her office of Master or 
Matron, as the case may be, after such dismissal or vacating of office. 

Article XXXII. — No person shall hold any office under this 
Order, who shall not have reached the age of twenty-one years. 

Article XXXIII. — Provided always that the Guardians may, 
with the consent of the Commissioners previously obtained, but not 
otherwise, dispense with auy of the conditions specified in Articles 
30, 31, and 32. 

Article XXXIV. — The qualifications of every Medical Officer 
hereafter to he appointed shall be as follows, that is to say : — 

No 1. — He shall be duly licensed to practise as a Medical man, 
and shall have obtained letters testimonial of his qualification to prac- 
tise Surgery from the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, or the 
diploma of the Royal College of Surgeons of England, , or the degree 
or diploma of Surgery of some other College or Body in Great Britain 
or Ireland, duly authorized to grant the same ; and also a certificate 
from some recognised Hospital, of his possessing a competent knowledge 
of Midwifery. Provided that where the number of Medical Officers 
to be appointed for the Workhouse of an Union shall be more than one, 
any part of the above qualification may be dispensed with which we, 
the said Commissioners, shall , under the circumstances of each case, 
deem it unnecessary to require. 

No. 2 . — He shall have reached the age of 23 years. 

Article XXXV. — No person shall be appointed to the office of 
Master, Matron, Relie ving Officer, Schoolmaster, Schoolmistress, or Por- 
ter under this Order, who will not agree to give one month’s notice 
previous to resigning the office, or to forfeit one month’s amount of 
salary, to be deducted as liquidated damages from the amount of 
salary due at the time of such resignation. 

salaries of the officers. 

Article XXXVI. — The Board of Guardians shall pay to the 
several Officers and Assistants appointed to or holding any office or 
employment under this Order, such salaries or remuneration as the 
Commissioners may, from time to time, direct or approve. 

Provided always that, if no such remuneration or salary be 
expressly assigned to the Treasurer, the payment for the ser- 
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vices of sucli Treasurer, shall be deemed to be the profit aris- 
ing from the use of money from time to time left in his hands. 

Article XXXVII. — The salary to be paid to the Clerk to the Guar- 
dians on account of the several duties hereinafter prescribed to be -per- 
formed by him, shall be deemed to include all remuneration heretofore 
allowed to such Clerk, on account of any Assistant who may from time to 
time be employed to aid in the performance of such duties, or on account 
of extra or additional labour ivhich may from time to time be imposed 
upon him, excepting only such payment on account of travelling ex- 
penses actually incurred by such Clerk in attending at any Court of 
Justice held out of the Union upon the legal business of the Guardians 
as may from time to time be sanctioned by the Commissioners. 

Article XXXVIII. — The Salary of every Officer or Assistant 
appointed to or holding any office or employment under this Order, 
shall, subject to the regulations in Article 30, and to the obligation to 
account to tbe Auditor, be payable up to the day on which he ceases 
to hold such office or employment, and no longer ; but no Officer 
having been suspended by the Board of Guardians, in pursuance of 
Article 42, and who shall, without the previous removal of such sus- 
pension be dismissed by the Commissioners, shall be entitled to any 
salary from the date of such suspension. 

SECURITY OF OFFICERS. 

Article XXXIX. — The Board of Guardians shall require every 
person appointed, or to he hereafter appointed, to the offices of Trea- 
surer, Clerk, Master or Matron, of the Workhouse, and every assistant 
employed therein in any ofice rf trust, and every Relieving Oficer and 
Collector of Bates, to give a Bond in such penal sum as the Guar- 
dians shall think fit, with two sufficient Sureties, not being Guardians 
of the Union, conditioned for the due and faithful performance of 
the duties of the Office ; and shall, from time to time, call upon such 
Officers to supply a fresh Surety, in place of any such Surety who 
may die, or become a Guardian, or become bankrupt or insolvent, or 
be released from his obligation: and every such Officer shall give 
immediate notice to the Board of Guardians of the death, insolvency, 
or bankruptcy of either of his Sureties, and shall, when required by 
the Guardians in pursuance of the above regulation, supply a fresh 
Surety in the place of any Surety previously supplied by him. 

Provided that if it shall seem fit to the Board of Guardians, 
not to require that the Treasurer, being a Banker, or a part- 
ner of a firm engaged in Banking, should execute a Bond 
with Sureties vls aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the Guardians 
unless specially directed by the Commissioners to require such 
Security to dispense with the execution of such Bond by suck 
Treasurer . 

Article XL. — The Board of Guardians shall provide for the safe 
custody of all Bonds given in pursuance of the Regulations of the 
Commissioners, and so always that no Bond given by any person 
shall remain in the custody of such person himself : and the Guar- 
dians shall, once in every year (that is to say, at the Audit next- 
after the twenty-fifth day of March), cause every person having the 
custody of Bonds given by any Officer of the Union, or by any Con- 
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tractor for supplies, to produce sucli Bonds to the Auditor for his 
inspection ; and the fact of such inspection and any defects apparent 
in the said Bonds, shall be reported by the Auditor to the Board of 
Guardians. 

CONTINUANCE IN OFFICE AND SUSPENSION OF OFFICERS ; SUPPLV 
OF VACANCIES. 

Article XLI. — Every Officer appointed to or holding any Office 
under this Order, shall continue to hold the same until he die or 
resign, or be removed by the Commissioners, and every Porter or 
Assistant may he dismissed by the Board of Guardians without the 
consent of the Commissioners ; and every such death or resignation, 
anti every such dismissal, and the grounds thereof, shall be reported 
to the Commissioners : 

Provided always that no Collector of Poor Rates, appointed in 
any district under the provisions of this Order, shall he deemed 
to continue to hold such Office after the Guardians shall have 
withdrawn the Warrant by which he was authorised to collect 
rates in such district. 

Article XLII. — The Board of Guardians may, at their discretion, 
suspend from the discharge of his duties any tjnion Officer except 
the Clerk, Auditor, Chaplain, or Treasurer, and shall forthwith 
report such suspension, together with the cause thereof, to the Com- 
missioners ; and if the Commissioners shall remove such suspension, 
such Officer shall remain and continue to discharge his duties. 

Article XLIII. — If any Officer or Assistant appointed to or hold- 
ing any Office under this Order, be at any time prevented by sick- 
ness or accident, or other sufficient reason, from the performance of 
his duties, the Guardians may appoint a fit person to act as his tem- 
porary substitute, and may, subject to the approval of the Commis- 
sioners, pay him a reasonable compensation for his services ; and 
every such appointment shall he reported to the Commissioners by 
the Clerk to the Guardians as soon as the same shall have been 
made. 

Provided always that except under the provisions of this 
Article, or with the special permission of the Commissioners 
first had and obtained on the application of the Board of 
Guardians, every Officer shall perform his several duties in 
person, and shall, on no account, intrust the same to .a 
Deputy. 

Article XLIV. — If a Medical Officer he temporarily incapacitated 
from performing his duties, he shall recommend to the Guardians a 
Medical Practitioner, competent to perform his duties during such 
temporary incapacity. 

Article XLV. — -The Vice-Chairman, Deputy Vice-Chairman, or 
some Guardian to be appointed by the Board of Guardians, may 
perform any of the duties assigned to the Clerk until any vacancy 
in the office shall have been filled, or until a substitute be appointed 
in the case of the Clerk’s absence through sickness, accident, or other 
sufficient reason, as provided for in Article 43. 

Article XLYI. — No Workhouse Officer, who may have been dis- 
missed by any Order of the Commissioners, shall, after such dismis- 
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sal, remain upon the Workhouse premises, or enter therein for the 
purpose of interfering in the management of such Workhouse, unless 
the said Commissioners shall consent to his subsequent appointment 
to an Office in such Workhouse, under the provisions of the" said 
first- recited Act. 

DUTIES OF THE CLERK TO THE GUARDIANS. 

Article XLYII. — The duties of the Clerk to the Guardians shall 
he : — 

No. 1. — To attend all Meetings of the Board of Guardians ; to 
keep punctually Minutes of the proceedings at every Meet- 
ing, and to record therein all the particulars which are re- 
quired by this or any other Order of the Commissioners to be 
so recorded ; to enter the said Minutes in a Book, and to 
submit the same, so entered, to the presiding Chairman at 
the succeeding Meeting, to be confirmed by the Board, and 
authenticated by the signature of such Chairman, as a true 
record of the proceedings of the Board ; and also, if required 
by the Board of Guardians, to attend and assist in the pro- 
ceedings of all Committees appointed by the Guardians, and 
to act as Clerk to such Committees. 

No. 2. — To provide at the cost of the Union, all Forms or Books 
of Accounts, Minutes, or other Books, as required of him by 
the Regulations of the Commissioners, or relating to the busi- 
ness of the Board of Guardians, and to keep the same, together 
with all Bills or Accounts , Letters, or other Documents relating 
to the business of the Union , in a place of safe keeping ; to have 
custody of the keys by which access to stick Books and Docu- 
ments is obtained ; and from time to time to produce all such 
Books, documents, and vouchers for the same, together with 
the Bonds of any Officers or Contractors which may be in his 
custody, to the Auditor of the Union, at such place and time, 
and in such manner, as may be required by such Auditor, or 
by the Regulations of the Commissioners in force at the time. 

No. 3. — To peruse and conduct the correspondence of the Board 
of Guardians according to their directions ; and to preserve 
the same, and all Orders of the Commissioners, and Letters 
received, together with copies of all Letters sent by direction 
of the Guardians. 

No. 4. — To receive all requisitions of Guardians for Extraordi- 
nary Meetings, and to summon such Meetings accordingly, 
and to prepare, sign, and send all notices required to be 
given to the Guardians, by any Order of the Commissioners. 

No. 5. — To keep, and punctually enter up, the Out-door Relief 
Register ; and at each ordinary Meeting of the Guardians, 
to produce such Out-door Relief Register, together with the 
Workhouse Register, for the examination, correction, or ap- 
proval of the Guardians ; to submit the same, when so ap- 
proved or corrected, to the Chairman for his signature, and 
thereupon to countersign the same. 

No. 6. To produce at each ordinary Meeting of the Guardians 
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the Ledger Account of the Union, together with such other 
Accounts as he is required to keep, and also the Treasurer’s 
Book of Receipts and Payments, and to submit the same to the 
Board of Guardians for their examination ; such examina- 
tion to be attested by the signature or initials of the presiding 
Chairman. 

No. 1 ■ — Once at least ill each fortnight, and, if the Guardians 
shall so require, once in each week, and at the 'hour, and on the 
day, not being the day of Meeting of the Guardians, which the 
Clerk shall appoint, to examine the Collecting Book, the Rate- 
lleceipt Check Book, and Rate Receipt Abstracts, which shall 
then be produced to him by each Collector of Poor Rates apt- 
pointed by the Guardians in the Union, and likewise the 
Treasurer’s Receipts for all Lodgments made by such Collector 
sincethe last examination of his Accounts ; anil in examining 
such Accounts, the Clerk shall compare each counterpart 
from which a receipt has been detached, with the corres- 
ponding entries in the Collecting Book and the Kate Receipt 
Abstract, and see that tbe sum for which the Receipt way 
issued has been duly brought to account in each of those 
Books; and he shall ascertain, and authenticate by his sig- 
nature or initials, the correctness of the entries in those Books, 
as well as of the sums total carried forward into the Weekly 
T Balance Sheet of Collector’s Receipts and Lodgments. 

No. S .—At the next Meeting of the Guardians, after every such 
examination of a Collector’s Accounts, to lay before the Board 
of Guardians a copy of the Weekly Balance Sheet of Col- 
lectors Receipts and Lodgments for each Electoral Division 
in the District of such Collector ; and in case any Collector 
shall neglect to attend for such examination, or fail to produce 
his Accounts as required, to record such omission on the Mi- 
lwtes of the Guardians at their next Meeting. 

No - 9 . — Previously to each ordinary Meeting of the Guardians, 
to exmmne the Accounts required to be kept 'by the Master of 
the. Workhouse, or by the Assistant Master or other Officer ap- 
pointed to keep the Accounts of any Auxiliary Workhouse or 
A ever Hospital in the Union; and also to examine the Cloth- 
ing Accounts, the Medical Officer's Booh, and the Out-door 
Relief List and Weekly Receipt and Expenditure Book of each 
Relieving Officer m the Union ; and to ascertain the correct- 
ness of the entries made in such Books, and to authenticate the 
same tf accurate, hy his initials, and to report any inaccuracies 
which he may find in such Accounts to the Board of Guardians, 
anu record such report on the Minutes of their proceedings. 

A r, , ma M W P’ and produce at each ordinary Meeting of 
the Board of Guardians, the Abstract of Out-door Relief Lists 
for the week then last concluded. 

J ' T °; ^\— To _P re P™'e M signature by the Guardians all cheques 
lawfully drawn on die Treasurer of the Union, and all orders 
lawf ully made on Contractors or other Tradesmen, and to re- 
cord in the Minutes of proceedings of the Guardians the 
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amount of each cheque on the Treasurer, and the name of the 
person in whose favour it has been drawn by the Guardians , 
and all orders given in favour of the Master of the Workhouse , 
and the Relieving Officers. 

No. 12. — To communicate all orders and directions of the Com- 
missioners, or of the Board of Guardians, to the Officers or 
other persons to whom they may he addressed ; and so far 
as may be requisite, to give instructions for the prompt anil 
correct execution of all such orders and directions, and to 
examine and report on such execution, or on any neglect or 
failure therein which may come to his knowledge. 

No 13. — To prepare immediately after every ordinary Meet- 
ing of the Board of Guardians, a copy of the Minutes* of such 
Meeting, and of every Meeting held since the last ordinary 
Meeting, and punctually to transmit the same to the Office 
of the Commissioners, or to the Inspector of the District, 
as he may be directed. 

No. 14. — To prepare and transmit all answers or returns, as 
to any question or matter connected with, or relating to, the 
administration of the laws for the relief of the Poor in the 
Union, or to any other business of the Union, which the 
Commissioners, or any Inspector, may lawfully require from 
the Board of Guardians, or from himself. 

No. 15. — To give such assistance as the Board of Guardians 
may properly require in making or copying any Valuation 
to be prepared or revised under lawful authority for the 
Assessment to the Belief of the Poor of Hereditaments with- 
in the said Union, and in making or copying the Bate to he 
made thereon. 

No. 16. — From time to time, to provide, at the charge of the 
Union, all necessary rate hooks ; and so far as he may be 
able, to fill up the same accurately, with the several particu- 
lars required by Law, in conformity with the Valuation in 
force at the time, ; and to permit, at all reasonable times, 
any person affected by any Bate for the Belief of the Poor to 
inspect the Rate Books and Valuation on which such rate 
shall have been made, and to take copies or extracts there- 
from, as provided by law. 

No. 17. — To prepare all written Contracts and Agreements to 
be entered into by any parties with the Guardians, and to 
see that the same are duly executed ; and to prepare all 
Bonds or other Securities to be given by any of the Officers 
of the Union, and to see that the same are duly executed 
by such Officers and their Sureties, and that they are, from 
time to time, renewed as occasion may require ; and in case 
of the failure of any such jm’sons duly to complete such Bonds 
or Securities , to give notice to the Guardians, and record the 
fact on the Minutes of their proceedings. 

No. IS. — Previously to the 29th of Bejotember in each year, to as- 
certain whether' the number of Just ices qualified under the first 
recited Act, to be Bx-officio Guardians in the Union and resi- 
dent therein, does or does not equal the number of Elective 
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Guardians eligible for (he Vnion : and in case the number of 
such Justices exceeds or is less than the number of Elective 
Guardians, to take the necessary steps for the due selection 
or completion of the proper number of Ex-officio Guar- 
dians, according to the provisions of the law in that behalf, 
and according to any instructions that may have been, or 
may hereafter be, issued by the Commissioners for the purpose; 
and to furnish to the Commissioners from time to time, a List 
of the Ex-officio Guardians for each year. And if, in the pre- 
paration of such List, any question arises proper for the deci- 
sion of a meeting of Justices to be held within fourteen days 
after the 2 9th of September in any year, in pursuance of the 
2 1th Section of 1 & 3 Vic. c. 56, the Clerk shall give dice notice 
in writing, to all Justices qualified to Act as Ex-oficio Guar- 
dians resident in the Union, of the time and place appointed 
for them to meet for the purpose of deciding such question or 
appointing Ex-officio Guardians, if circumstances shotild render 
such appointment necessary. 

No. 1 9.— To receive and preserve all Statements of Claim to 
vote in the Election of Guardians, anti appointments of 
Proxies, made in pursuance of the 84tli section of the said 
first-recited Act ; and to enter the particulars of any such 
statements and appointments not already entered, into the 
Register Books of Statements and Claims'directed to he pro- 
vided for that purpose; and, if not appointed Returning 
Officer, to assist the said Officer, when appointed, in all 
matters relating to the Election of Guardians. 

No. 20.— When appointed Returning Officer by the Com- 
missioners, to conduct duly and impartially, and in strict 
conformity with the Regulations in force at the time, the 
annual or any other Election of Guardians. 

So ' S1 — ' 5,0 observe and execute all lawful orders and directions 
of the Board of Guardians applicable to his office.

steps for enforcing the payment of any Rates not duly paid. 

No. 3. — To give receipts for Poor Rates from the Receipt Check 
Books, as numbered and initialed and delivered to him by the 
Clerk of the Union, and to give no other receipts for Poor 
Rates whatever, on pain of dismissal from bis Office, and 
prosecution for the penalties which he may incur by Statute 
fora breach of this regulation : and to issue sach receipts in 
regular succession, and in the order of their respective 
numbers. 

No. 4. — To pav over to the Treasurer of the Union, on account 
of the Board of Guardians, weekly, or oftener if required, 
and whenever the sum in his hands shall amount to £50, all 
monies collected by him, and to take a receipt from the said 
Treasurer for every such payment in the form prescribed by 
the Commissioners. 

No. 5 To keep the Rate Receipt Check Rooks, and Rate Receipt 

Abstracts, in the form required by the Commissioners, and duly 
to fill up the entries required to be made therein, with regard 
to all sums collected by him. 

No. 6. — To attend the first Meeting of the Guardians, which 
shall he held in every month, with the several Books which 
he is required to keep, and to lay before them, in a book to 
be especially kept for the purpose, a summary of the state of 
his collection, together with the receipts of the Treasurer for 
afl sums paid in during the preceding month. 
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No. 7.— To submit bis Collecting Book, Rate Receipt Checlc 
Books, and Rate Receipt Abstracts, to the Clerk of the Union 
for examination, once at the least in every fortnight, and if 
the Guardians shall so require, once in every week, at the 
hour and on the day, not being the day of Meeting of the 
Guardians, which the Clerk shall appoint for that purpose ; 
and at the same time to produce to the Clerk the Treasurer's 
Receipts for all . Lodgments made by him since the last 
examination of his Accounts. 

No. 8.— To return every receipt Check Book, from which all 
the receipts shall have been detached, to the Clerk of the 
Union forthwith.

To attend the RetumingOfficer on the days appointed 
tor examining Nomination Papers and the Votes given at 
any Election of Guardians of the Union, with the Collecting 
Book, and to assist such Officer in examining the qualification 
ot persons nominated for the office of Guardian, or making 
Nominations, and the validity of the Votes.

No. 7. — To keep a separate, full, and true account of all sums 
and articles dispensed by him for or on account of the relief 
of each poor person in the District for which he shall be 
appointed to act, in the prescribed form, entitled the Out- 
door Relief List. 

No. 8. — To keep a separate, full, and true account of all sums 
or articles received by him from the Board of Guardians, 
and expended or dispensed by him on the account of each 
Electoral Division in his District, or the Union at large, as 
the case may be, in the prescribed form, entitled the Weekly 
Receipt anil Expenditure Book, and to balance the same 
weekly. 

No. 9. — To present the prescribed Books of Accounts, severally 
entitled tlie Out-door Relief List, and Weekly Receipt and 
Expenditure Book, to the Clerk for his inspection and 
authentication, before every ordinary Meeting of the Board 
of Guardians, and to the Board of Guardians at such Meeting.

— To make out at the end of each half-year, Lists of 
all persons relieved at the charge of each Electoral Division, 
or the Union at large, in his District, in the form prescribed 
for that purpose, entitled List of Destitute Persons relieved 
ont of the Workhouse ; and to post, or cause to be posted, 
copies of the same in such public places as the Board of 
Guardians shall direct. 

No. 12. — To submit to the Auditor of the Union all his Books, 
Accounts, and Vouchers at such place and time, and in such 
manner, as may be required by the Regulations of the Com- 
missioners in force at the time. 

No. 13. — To observe and execute all lawful orders and direc- 
tions of the Board of Guardians applicable to his office. 
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DUTIES OP WARDEN. 

Article LII. — Every Warden lawfully appointed by tlie Board 
of Guardians, in pursuance of the said recited Act, shall discharge 
the following duties with reference to the several Parishes, Town- 
lands, or parts of Parishes for which he may have been so ap- 
pointed: — 

No. 1. — To attend the Board of Guardians at their Ordinary 
and Weekly Meetings whenever he may be so required ; 
and so far as the said Guardians may lawfully require, to 
report to them on the state of the Poor within, his Parish 
or District, on the increase or diminution of mendicancy 
therein, or on any other matters in relation to the condition 
of such Parish or District, on which the said Guardians may, 
from time to time, require information. 

No. 2. — -To collect and certify in writing to the Board of 
Guardians when required by them so to do, any information 
which he may be able to obtain respecting the fact or period 
of the residence of any applicant for relief, within the Parish 
or District for which he may act. 

No. 3. — To receive all applications for admission into the 
Workhouse, which may be made to him, by or on behalf of 
any destitute poor persons usually resident, or being casually 
within any Parish or Townland comprised within his Dis- 
trict, and to report to the Board of Guardians, at their 
weekly meeting, all such applications made to him during 
the preceding week, together with the particulars which, on 
examination into the merits of each case, he shall have been 
enabled to collect. 

P rov i6e, if necessary, for the conveyance of any 
destitute poor person, who may be unable, through old age, 
or infirmity of body or mind, to walk to the Workhouse, 
whom he shall have been directed to convey by the Board 
of Guardians. 



DUTIES WITH RESPECT TO THE AUDIT OF ACCOUNTS. 

Article LIH.— Every Officer acting under this Order, shall 
duly and punctually keep such hooks as may be prescribed in any 
Order of the Commissioners, in force at the time, for keeping and 
auditing the Accounts, and shall lay such Books, together with the 
vouchers and other necessary documents, before the Auditor, pro- 
perly balanced and made np at the time fixed for the Audit or for 
any adjournment thereof; and every such Officer shall, when 
required so to do, furnish to the Auditor or to the Board of Guar- 
dians any abstract, statement, or explanation, verbally or in writing, 
respecting his Accounts and the items contained therein or the 
vouchers relating thereto.

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■No* V* — Order of the 4tli March, 1852, prescribing Regu- 
lations for the Guidance of the Governor and Medical 
Officers of the Hospitals of the Dublin House of In- 
dustry. 

To the Governor of the Hospitals of the Dublin House of In- 
dustry ,* to the Physicians and Surgeons, Resident Pupils and 
Clinical Clerks thereof respectively ; and to all others whom 
it may concern. 

We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, in exercise of the Powers vested in Us, by the Acts 
in force for the Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland, do hereby 
Order and Declare as follows : — 

Article 1. — The Governor of the Hospitals of the House of In- 
dustry shall he responsible for the orderly and efficient management 
of the Hospitals, the due control of the several officers thereof, and 
the proj)er disbursement of the Funds appropriated by Parliament 
for the maintenance and support of the Institution, and to this end 
he shall have full and complete authority in all things over all the 
other officers, the pupils, the servants, and the inmates of the Hos- 
pitals, subject, nevertheless, to any direction which he may at any 
time receive from Us the said Commissioners, and subject, likewise, 
to the following regulations regarding the admission, discharge, 
maintenance, and treatment of the patients. 

Article 2 .- — Patients shall be admitted into the Hospitals by a 
written Order of one of the Physicians or Surgeons, as the case may 
be, or by Resident Pupils and Clinical Clerks, under authority of 
the Physicians or Surgeons, and in no other manner. 

Article 3. — Patients shall be discharged from the Hospitals by 
a written Order of one of the Physicians or Surgeons, as the case 
may he, or by Resident Pupils and Clinical Clerks, under authority 
of the Physicians or Surgeons, and in no other manner. 

Article 4. — The dietaries of Patients in the Hospitals shall 
he in accordance with certain forms of dietary established for the 
several Classes of Patients by the Governor after consultation with 
the Physicians or Surgeons, as the case may be : provided that if 
at any time there shall be no suggestion or recommendation relating 
to the dietaries in which a majority of the Physicians or Surgeons, 
as the case may be, shall have concurred, and shall have signified 
such concurrence in writing, the dietaries shall he regulated by the 
Governor : provided also that if any suggestion or recommendation of 
a majority of the Physicians or Surgeons, shall he objected to by the 
Governor, he shall report the same, together with the grounds of his 
objection, to Us, the said Commissioners, for our decision thereon. 

Article o. — The Physicians or Surgeons shall respectively have 
authority to order such extra diet as they may think fit for any 
Patient under their care, and such extras shall at all times he allowed 
by the Governor, unless he shall consider the orders to be unreason- 
able, in which case he shall disallow them, or any part of them to 
which he shall object, and forthwith notify such disallowance, in

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writing to the Physician or Surgeon ill charge of the Patient, and 
record the fact of such disallowance and notice m a book to be kept 
for this and other purposes, to he entitled “ The Governor s Order 
Book” together with his reasons for such disallowance, ana report 
the same to Us, the said Commissioners, for our decision thereon. 

Aeticle 6.— All medicines, and medical and surgical appliances 
whatsoever, ordered by any Physician or Surgeon for the treatment 
of any patient under his care, shall he supplied without delay by 
the Apothecary of the Institution ; and if at any time the Governor 
shall object to the use, or continuance of the use of any medicines, 
or to the purchase and supply of any medical or surgical appliance, 
heshall notifysuch objection in writing to the Physicians or Surgeons, 
as tlie case may be, and record the same in Ins Order Book, toget er 
with the grounds of his objection, and shall communicate the same 
to Us the said Commissioners, for our decision thereon. 

Aeticle 7.— In making contracts for the supply of meat for the 
use of the patients and servants in the Hospitals, the Governor shall 
contract for such specific parts of the carcase as he deems suitable to 
the purpose for which they are required; and shall cause the meat 
to he examined and passed by the Steward or other officer deputed 
for the purpose, before its supply to any of tbe Hospitals. 

Aeticle S.— The dietary of the servants of the Institution shall 
he exclusively under the direction of the Governor. 

Article 9. No post-mortem examination of a deceased patient 

shall take piace, if it shall he objected to by any relative of the 
deceased who shall claim the body for the purpose of removing ami 
burying it, unless such objection shall be withdrawn ; and if the 
persan so objecting shall apply to the Governor, the Governor shall 
give immediate information thereof to the Physician, or Surgeon who 
had charge of the deceased patient, and shall desire the person so 
applying to confer with the Physician or Surgeon, as the case may 
be, and tlie Governor shall, on being satisfied that such objection no 
longer exists on the part of the person claiming the body, permit 
such post-mortem examination to be made. 

Article 10.— A book, to be entitled tbe “Physician’s Commu- 
nication Book,” shall be kept for tbe purpose of enabling every 
Physician to enter therein any observation which he may wish to 
address to the Governor on tbe subject of any existing arrangement,' 
or any arrangement which it may he proposed to adopt, in reference 
to the care and treatment of patients in the Hospital; and the 
Governor shall, on reading any entry therein, subscribe bis initials 
to such entry, and affix thereto the date of his so reading the same. 

Article 11. — A similar book shall he kept for the use of the' 
Surgeons of the Institution, and all entries therein shall he similarly* 
subscribed by the Governor. 

Article 12. — The Governor shall keep a hook, to be entitled 
the ft Governor’s Order Book,” in which he shall enter, from time to 
time, every order made by him, altering existing arrangements in 
the Hospitals, every order made by him in consequence of any 
requisition, suggestion, or observation, addressed to him by any 
Physician or Surgeon, and every special order given by him in con- 
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sequence of any occurrence in the Institution, which he shall consider 
to be of sufficient importance to be so recorded in the Order Book ; 
and where the subject of such order bears allusion to anv entry in 
the Physician’s or Surgeon’s Communication Book, reference shall 
be made to the date of such entry, or to the folio on which it shall 
have been entered; And the Physicians and Surgeons shall have 
access to the Governor’s Order Book at all reasonable times. 

Article 13.' — All books and documents, and all articles of pro- 
perty whatsoever belonging to the Institution shall be deemed to be 
in the custody of the Governor ; and no book, document, or article 
of property belonging to the Institution shall be at any time removed 
therefrom for any purpose by any Physician, Surgeon, or other officer 
or servant of the Institution, without the Governor’s consent.

No. VI. — Order declaring the Balances found to be in 
favour of the Townlands in Listowel Union, on the 
Adjustments of tlieir Liabilities at the time of the 
Alteration of the Boundaries of the Union. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the Listowel Union, and to all 
others whom it may concern. 

Whereas, by a certain Order under our Seal, hearing date the 
Twenty-eighth day of March, 1S50, We, the Commissioners for 
administering the Laws for Pielief of the Poor in Ireland, did Order 
and Declare, that from and after the Thirtieth day of March then 
instant, certain Townlands should he separated from the Listowel 
Union, and that from and after the said date, the said Union should 
be divided into Thirty-two Electoral Divisions instead of Twenty- 
one, the number previously existing, and the limits of the Electoral 
Divisions of the said Union were thereby altered : 

And whereas, by a subsequent Order bearing date the Twenty- 
third day of May, 1850, We did amend the said first-mentioned 
Order, in certain matters which, in the said Order of the Twenty- 
third day of May, 1850, are particularly set forth and declared : 
And whereas in pursuance of the powers vested in Us in that 
behalf, We have ascertained the Liabilities of the several Electoral 
Divisions of the said Listowel Union as existing previously to the 
said Thirtieth dhy of March; and We have further ascertained the 
proportionate share of the said Liabilities to be borne by each of 
the several Townlands included in tlie Electoral Divisions of the 
said Union, and the amount of indemnification, if any, to which 
each such Townland is entitled for any loss or exchange of property 
occasioned by such alteration of boundaries as aforesaid : 

And whereas We have compared the Debits against and the 
Credits in favour of such of the said Townlands as are now com- 

e 2 
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prised in tlie said Listowel Union, including in such comparison the 
Debits and Credits to which such Townlands were respectively 
liable or entitled on the said Thirtieth day of March, as well as 
the proportionate shares of all Dates made on the Electoral Divi- 
sions in which such Townlands were respectively comprised before 
the said Thirtieth day of March, and collected between that date 
and the Eighth day of November, 1851: 

And whereas from such comparison of the said Debits and Credits 
as aforesaid, the sums set forth in the Third Column of the Schedule 
hereunto annexed have been found to be the balances in favour of 
the Townlands opposite to the names of which they are respec- 
tively set.

And We do further Order and Direct, that from and after the 
making of a Bate in which, in pursuance of the provisions of the 
said last-mentioned Order, the poundage leviable on the rateable 
hereditaments in each Townland shall have been reduced by deduct- 
ing from it the poundage of the sum standing to the credit of such 
Townland, the aggregate of the sums standing to the credit of the 
several Townlands included in each Electoral Division of the said 
Listowel Union, shall be transferred to the credit of such Electoral

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No. VII. — General Order of tlie 26th January, 1852, for 
Regulating the Election of Guardians. 

To the Guardians of tlie Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed ; to the Returning Officer, and other 
Officers, in each of the said Unions respectively j and to all other 
Persons -whom it may concern. 

Whereas the Poor Law Commissioners did heretofore, by Orders 
under their Seal, issue Rules and Regulations for conducting the 
Annual Election of Guardians of the Poor, in certain of the Unions 
mentioned in the Schedule hereunto annexed ; and did prescribe the 
mode and times for conducting the Election of Guardians in each of 
such Unions. And whereas the Commissioners for administering 
the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, did, by a General Order 
dated the 27th of January, 184S, alter the dates on which the several 
proceedings for the Annual Election of Guardians had been, by the 
said Orders, directed to be taken in such Unions ; and have issued 
Orders for regulating the Annual Election of Guardians in the 
other Unions named in the said Schedule. And whereas We, the 
Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland, deem it expedient to alter the Rules and Regulations 
contained in the said Orders for the conduct of Elections of Guar- 
dians, and to make further provision in that hc-half. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the Powers vested in Us, We do 
hereby rescind so much of every such Order for Regulating the An- 
nual Election of Guardians heretofore issued hy the said Commis- 
sioners to any of the several Unions named in the Schedule here- 
unto annexed, as is in any way affected or altered by the Regula- 
tions herein contained, except so far as any past Election is 
concerned. 

And We do hereby Order, Direct, and Declare, with respect to 
future Annual Elections in each and every of the Unions named in 
the said Schedule, as follows : — 

Article 1. — The duties herein directed to be performed by the 
Returning Officer, and all other duties suitable to his Office, which 
it may be requisite for him to perform in conducting and completing 
the Election of Guardians from time to time in each of the Unions 
named in the Schedule hereunto annexed, shall be performed by the 
person already or hereafter appointed for the purpose by any Order 
of the Commissioners in force for the time being in such Union, and 
required or directed by such Order to perform the same : or by any 
person duly appointed to perform such duties in case of vacancy in the 
office of Returning Officer, or of his being prevented by sickness, ac- 
cident, or other sufficient cause, from the performance of his duties. 

Article 2. — The Police Force employed in the Union are hereby 
appointed to be Assistants to the Returning Officer for posting the 
Notice of Election, and for distributing and collecting "V oting Papers 
where necessary, as hereinafter directed. Provided always, that if 
in any case the services of the Police F orce should not be available or 
sufficient for the purpose, the Returning Officer shall, on receiving 
information thereof, appoint a competent number of fit and proper

persons to act as liis Assistants instead of the Police, so far as shall 
duly appear to be necessary. 

Article 3. — The respective Collectors of Poor Plates in each 
Union are hereby appointed to be Assistants to the Returning Offi- 
cer for the purposes hereinafter specified • and shall attend the Re- 
turning Officer on the days appointed for examining Nomination 
Papers and the Votes given at any Election of Guardians of the 
Union, bringing with them their respective Collecting' Books, and 
shall assist such Officer in examining the Qualification of persons 
nominated for the office of Guardian or making Nomination,?, and 
the validity of the Votes. 

Article 4. — Persons liable to pay or contribute Rate in respect of 
any property not in their actual occupation, or in respect of any 
interest equivalent to Profit-rent arising out of property occupied by 
them, may, in making Statements of their Claim to Vote, follow the 
Form A 1, or A 2, hereunto annexed, as the case may require ; hut 
any Statement which contains the particulars required by the 1st 
and 2nd Vic., c. 56, section 84, will be sufficient. 

Article 5. — Rate-payers in appointing Proxies, and Proxies in 
making Statements of tlieir claims to Vote, may follow the Forms 
marked B 1 and B 2, hereunto annexed ; hut any Statement which 
contains the particulars required by tho 1st and 2nd Vic. c. 56, sec- 
tion S4, will he sufficient. 

Article 6. — All such Statements of Rate-payers claiming to Vote, 
and appointments and Statements of Proxies, shall he registered in 
Books to be kept for the purpose according to the Forms annexed 
to this Order, and marked C 1, C 2, or C 3, respectively, as the case 
may require ; and the Clerk shall enter in such Books all such State- 
ments and Appointments as may be given to the Guardians ; and 
the Returning Officer shall Register therein all such Statements and 
Appointments received by him, and shall afterwards deposit the 
original Statements and Appointments with the Clerk, who shall 
carefully preserve all such Statements and Appointments as are' 
received by him, together with the Registers thereof. 

Article 7. — The Guardians and their Clerk shall permit the Re- 
turning Officer to have access, for the purposes of the Election of 
Guardians, at all reasonable times, to the Rates made for each Elec- 
toral Bivision of the Union, and to the Registers of Statements arid 
Appointments heretofore required to be made, and hereinbefore 
required to be kept. 

Article 8 .- The Returning Officer, between the time of the re- 
ceipt of this Order and the next Election of Guardians, and froril 
time to time thereafter as occasion may arise, shall revise, amend, 
and perfect the several Registries of Claims, C 1, C 2, and 0 3 ; and 
to this end, if he shall have reasonable cause to doubt the correctness 
of any claim to Vote, made by any person in respect of Rent re- 
ceived and retained by such person, lie shall require such person to 
produce evidence of the amount of such Rent, to his satisfaction : 
and where such evidence shall have been given, he shall amend or 
affirm the entry of Net Annual Value of such Rent in the Register, 
aocordirig to his judgment ; and shall record the same by a memoran- 
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dum on the margin of the Register, dated and signed, making 
reference therein to the documents upon which his opinion is 
founded ; and in every case in which evidence of the amount of the 
Rent shall not have been produced to his satisfaction, or in which 
he shall be satisfied that the claim to Vote is fictitious, or otherwise 
invalid, he shall record the fact, together with his opinion thereon, 
in like manner, as is above directed, by a memorandum on the mar- 
gin of the Register, dated and signed, making reference therein to 
the documents, if any, on which his opinion is* founded. 

Article 9.- — The Returning Officer shall, on the 25th day of 
February in every year, issue a Notice, according to the Form 
marked D, hereunto annexed ; and shall cause Copies thereof to be 
posted at, on, or near the principal entrance of every Church and 
other house of Worship, and at every Court House, Police Station, 
Market House, and other usual place for posting Public Notices, in 
the Union. He shall, moreover, transmit by Post, at the charge of 
the Union, a Copy of the Notice to each of the Justices of the Peace 
resident therein, and to each of the Justices qualified to be ex-officio 
Guardians of the Union. 

Article 10.— Any person entitled, at the time of Nomination, to 
Vote in any Electoral Bivision of the Union, or in any Ward of an 
Electoral Division, may propose in the manner following, for the 
office of Guardian of such Division or Ward, himself, if legally 
qualified, or any other person or persons (not exceeding the number 
of Guardians to be elected for such Division or Ward), legally 
qualified to be elected for that office. 

Article 11.— Every Nomination shall he in writing in the Form 
marked E 1, or E 2, hereunto annexed, as the case may he, and 
shall be signed by the Rate-payer nominating, and shall be deli- 
vered to the Returning Officer, at such place as he shall appoint, or 
to such person as he may appoint to receive it, on any day from 
the date of the said Notice until the 4th day of March, both inclu- 
sive ; but no Nomination delivered to the Returning Officer before 
the issue of such Notice, or after the hour of five o’clock in the 
afternoon of the said 4th day of March, shall be valid. 

Article 12 — The Returning Officer shall carefully preserve all 
Nomination Papers received by him ; and on the receipt of eaeli 
shall mark thereon a number and date, according to the order and 
time of receipt of the same. He shall also compare each Nomina- 
tion Paper with the Rate Book, or with the Registers of Statements 
and Appointments required to be kept; and, assisted by the respec- 
tive Collectors- with their Collecting Books, shall ascertain whether 
the several persons named in each Nomination Paper are in all 
respects duly qualified to nominate or be elected for the Office of 
Guardian respectively. 

Article 13. — -If any person put in nomination for the Office of 
Guardian, shall, at any time previous to the preparation or signa- 
ture of the List of Candidates as hereinafter directed, die or tender 
to the Officer conducting the Election of Guardians, his Refusal, in 
writing, to serve such Office, the Returning Officer shall omit or 
strike out the name of such person from the List of Candidates. 
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Article 14. — The Returning Officer shall prepare and sign a 
List according to the Form marked E, hereunto annexed, of the 
several qualified Candidates duly nominated as aforesaid, and whosa 
names have not been omitted or struck out under Article 13 up to 
the Stli of March, containing the names and residences of the Rate- 
payer or Rate-payers by whom they shall respectively have been 
proposed; but it shall not be necessary in any case to name in the 
List or in the Voting Papers hereinafter mentioned more than one 
Rate-payer as proposer of any Candidate. 

Article 15. — The Returning Officer shall forward a Copy of such 
List on the 8th day of March to the said Commissioners ; and shall 
cause a Copy thereof to be laid before the Board of Guardians by 
the Clerk of the Union, at their first Meeting after the List is so 
completed and forwarded: and the Guardians for the Electoral 
Divisions and Wards cf the Union shall he chosen from the Candi- 
dates, being duly nominated and qualified, whose names are con- 
tained in such List. 

Article 16. — If the Candidates for an Electoral Division or Ward 
shall not exceed the number of Guardians to be elected for the 
Division or Ward, such Candidates (excepting those who may in 
writing decline to act) shall be deemed to be the Elected Guardians 
for such Division or Ward, and shall be certified as such in the 
Return to be made by the Returning Officer, as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Article 17. — When the number of qualified Candidates duly 
nominated for any Electoral Division or Ward, shall exceed the 
number of Guardians to be elected for any such Division or Ward, 
the Returning Officer shall thereupon forthwith prepare Lists 
according to the annexed forms G 1 and G 2, of the Rate-payers of 
such Division or Ward, and of Proxies appointed; in which Lists, 
the several particulars specified in such forms shall he so stated, as 
to show the total annual value of the several parcels of rateable 
property occupied by the same Rate-payer, or in respect of which 
the same Rate-payer shall have made a valid claim to vote, in such 
Electoral Division or Ward ; also the total amount of Net Rents, 
or of Tithe Rent-charges, set forth in Statements received, or in 
Appointments of Proxies, following the latest decision of any 
Returning Officer for the time being, in every case which shall 
have been dealt with under the provisions of Article 8 : and the 
list of Rate -payers making such Statements, and of Proxies, shall 
be made up to one calendar month preceding the first day herein 
appointed for collecting Votes. 

Article IS. — If at any time after the preparation and signature 
of the List of Candidates, and before the issue of Voting Papers 
as hereinafter directed, any of the persons put in Nomination shall 
tender to the Officer conducting the Election of Guardians, his or 
their refusal in writing to serve the office of Guardian, whereby the 
number of Candidates for any Electoral Division or Ward shall be 
reduced to or below the number of Guardians to be elected, then 
the remaining Candidates for such Division or Ward shall be certi- 
fied, in the Return to be made as hereinafter provided, as Guardians, 
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and it will not be necessary to issue Voting Papers in any such 
case : but where the number of Candidates shall still exceed the 
number of Guardians to be elected, the Returning Officer shall 
cause Voting Papers in the form H 1, or H 2, as the case may 
require, to be printed for such Divisions or Wards; and he shall 
prepare Lists of the Voters for whom Papers are to be left by the 
persons who shall be employed to distribute them, in which Lists 
shall be stated the number of each Paper, and the name of the 
place at which it is to be left : and every Paper shall be folded and 
endorsed with its proper number : and the Voting Papers shall be 
arranged in parcels according to Townlands or Streets, or similar 
order, as far as practicable, and be delivered to the persons employed 
to distribute and collect the Papers, so arranged that they may dis- 
tribute and collect them as nearly as possible in the order in which 
they receive them. 

Article 19. — If at any time after the printing and before the 
issuing of the Voting Papers, any Person put in Nomination shall 
die or shall tender, to the Officer conducting the Election of 
Guardians, his refusal in writing to serve the Office of Guardian, 
but the number of Candidates shall still exceed the number of 
Guardians to be elected, the Returning Officer shall, before issuing 
the Voting Papers, erase the name of such person therefrom, by 
drawing a line through such name in ink. 

Article 20. — The Voting Papers shall he issued on the 18th day 
of March, and if the whole cannot be issued on that day, the 
remainder shall be issued on the following day ; hut it shall not be 
necessary to deliver Papers in any Electoral Division or Ward, for 
which the number of Candidates shall, before the said l.Sth day of 
March, be reduced to or below the number of Guardians to be 
elected ; in which case each remaining Candidate for such Division 
or Ward, duly nominated and qualified, shall he certified in the 
Return as a Guardian. 

Article 21. — Every Collector of Rates for any Electoral Division, 
or for any Ward thereof, in which a contest for the office of 
Guardian may occur, shall attend to assist the Returning Officer in 
issuing Voting Papers, and shall compare the list of Occupiers with 
his Collecting Books, and set a mark opposite to the name of every 
Occupier who shall have paid all Rates assessed on him, and against 
the name of every Occupier who shall have paid all such Rates, 
excepting such as may have been made within the six calendar 
months immediately preceding the first day appointed for issuing 
the Voting Papers; up to which day, if any Occupier shall tender 
payment of Rate due by him, the Collector shall receive the amount, 
and set a mark indicating payment of Rate opposite the name of 
such Occupier. 

Article 22. — The Returning Officer shall cause one Voting Paper 
to bo delivered by a person appointed for that purpose at the resi- 
dence of every Occupier named in the List, according to Form G 1, 
specified in Article IT, who shall appear not to owe any Rate made 
six calendar months or more previously to the first day for issuing 
Voting Papers ; and Voting Papers for all other Rate-payers and 

F 
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for Proxies, shall be delivered at the respective places appointed by 
them in the Electoral Division or Ward. 

Article 23.— Every Rate-payer entitled to Vote m more than 
one capacity in any Division or Ward shall be supplied with a 
Voting Paper for each capacity in which he is entitled to vote ; and 
every Proxy shall receive a separate Voting Paper for each of the 
Rate-papers entitled to vote for whom he acts as Proxy in respect of 
each Division or Ward in which theymay be entitled to vote. 

Article 24 —The Voter, whether he be the Proxy oi a Rate- 
payer or not, shall place his own initials opposite the name of every 
Candidate for whom he votes, and shall sign the Voting Paper ; 
and every Proxy shall also state thereon the name of the person lor 
whom he is Proxy : but if tbe Voter cannot write, be may procure 
a person to write tbe Voter’s name on tbe Paper, in full, and sucb 
person shall then write tbe Voter’s initials opposite to the name oi 
each Candidate for whom the V oter intends to Vote, and afterwards 
affix bis own signature to tbe Paper as witness to the mark of the 
Yoter, which is to be affixed by the Voter to tbe Paper m place ot 

Article 25.— If the initials of a Voter shall be written against 
tbe names of more persons than are to be elected Guardians for the 
Electoral Division or Ward, or if he shall not sign or affix bis 
mark to tbe Voting Paper, or if bis mark shall not be duly attested, 
tbe Voting Paper shall not be included in the casting up of tbe 

^Article 26.— No person, not being a Proxy or an Officer of a 
Corporation or Company duly appointed to vote, shall vote in tbe 
name of any other person. , ,, 

Article 27.— On the 20th day of March, and if necessary on the 
following day, the Returning Officer shall cause the Voting Papers 
to be collected, but in no case, (excepting that provided for in Ar- 
ticle 41,) shall a Voting Paper he allowed to remain more than one 
clear day with the Voter : and the persons employed in collecting 
the Voting Papers shall not examine or permit any person to have 
access to such papers while in their charge ; and on completing the 
collection in any Electoral Division or Ward, they shall arrange the 
Votino- Papers according to the numbers endorsed thereupon, in 
pursuance of Article 18, and enclose them in a parcel, which shall 
thereupon be delivered by one of the persons so employed in each 
Division or Ward, to the Returning Officer, as nearly as possible in 
tbe same order as that in which the V oting Papers had been received

Article 28 Every person entitled to vote, who sball not on tbe 

18th or 19th day of March have received a Voting Paper, as afore- 
said, shall, on application in person to the Returning Officer, on the 
days appointed for the collection of tbe Voting Papers, and between 
the hours of Ten in the forenoon and Five in the afternoon, he en- 
titled to receive a Voting Paper, and to fill up the same in the pre- 
sence of the Returning Officer, and then and there to deliver the 
same to him. „ , 

Article 29. — Any person who shall not, on the 18th or 19th day 
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of March, have received a Voting Paper, as aforesaid, by reason of 
bis not having paid any Poor-rate made and assessed upon him six 
calendar months or more before the first day appointed for the issue 
of Voting Papers, shall nevertheless, if he pay all such Eats on any 
of the days appointed for the distribution and collection of Voting 
Papers, he entitled to receive a Voting Paper and to Vote in manner 
provided in Article 28, on personal application to the Eetnrning 
Officer within the time therein mentioned, and on producing to him 
the Collector’s receipt for the full amount of such Kate. 

Article 30. — If in any case a Voting Paper duly issued, shall not 
have been collected through the default of any of the persons em- 
ployed by the Returning Officer for the purpose, the Voter may in 
person deliver the Paper to the Returning Officer on the day imme- 
diately following the last day appointed for the collection of Voting 
Papers, and between the hours of Ten in the forenoon and Rive in 
the afternoon. 

Article 31. — The Returning Officer shall attend from the hour 
of Ten in the forenoon until the hour of Rive in the afternoon, at 
the Board-room of the Workhouse, or other place appointed for the 
conduct of the Election and named in his notice of the Election, on 
the several days on which Voting Papers may he issued and filled 
up and delivered in his presence, as provided in Articles 28, 29, and 
30 of this Order ; and on all such other days as may be necessary 
for the due conduct of the Election in conformity with this Order. 

Article 32. — If at any time after the issuing of the Voting Papers 
shall have commenced, and before the making of the Return herein- 
after directed, any person put in nomination for the office of Guar- 
dian in any Electoral Division or Ward, shall die or tender to the 
Returning Officer conducting the Election of Guardians his refusal 
in writing to serve such office, the Votes which may be given for 
such person shall not he cast up, or continue to be cast up, as the 
case may he ; and the V otes so given for such person will be lost : 
and if the number of Candidates for any Electoral Division or Ward 
shall thereby he reduced to or below the number of Guardians to be 
elected, the remaining Candidates for such Division or Ward, duly 
nominated and qualified, shall he certified in the Return as Guar- 
dians ; hut if the number of such remaining Candidates shall still 
exceed the number of Guardians to be elected, the Returning Offi- 
cer shall proceed in the Election as hereinafter directed. 

Article 33 When the collection of the Voting Papers shall have 

been completed, the Returning Officer shall attend at the Board- 
room of the Guardians of the Union, and shall, assisted by the Col- 
lectors of Poor-rates, ascertain the validity of the Votes, and shall 
register the valid Votes duly given for each remaining Candidate, 
opposite to the name of each Rate-payer or Proxy ; after which he 
shall cast up the Votes so registered, and ascertain and register the 
total number of such Votes for each Candidate. The Candidate or 
Candidates, to the number of Guardians to be elected for the Elec- 
toral Division or Ward, who shall have obtained the greatest num- 
ber of Votes, shall he deemed to be the elected Guardian or Guar- 
dians for such Division or Ward,

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Aeticle 34 The Returning Officer shall, on the 25th day of 

March, make a true Return to the said Commissioners, in -writing 
under his hand and seal, in the Form marked J", hereto annexed, of 
the names of every Electoral Division and Ward of the Union, and 
the names of all the Candidates who shall have been duly nominated, 
together with (in the case of a contest) the number of Votes given 
for each, and the names of the persons elected as Guardians ; and in 
case there shall have been no Candidate, or in case the number of 
Candidates, shall have been less than the number of Guardians to be 
elected for any Electoral Division or Ward, or in case any of the 
Candidates shall have died or refused to serve, the fact shall be so 
stated in the Return opposite to the name of such Division or Ward. 

Aeticle 35. — If the examination of Votes collected cannot he 
completed as aforesaid, on or before the 25th day of March, the 
Returning Officer shall forthwith proceed to complete the examina- 
tion, and'shall make a Return of the Election to the said Commis- 
sioners on one of the fourteen days (not being a Sunday) next 
following the said 25th day of March. 

Aeticle 30. — When the Return of the Election shall have been 
made to the Commissioners, the Returning Officer shall forthwith 
lay before the Board of Guardians, or deliver to the Clerk of the 
Union to he laid before the Board of Guardians, a certified copy 
of such Return : and the Clerk of the Union shall immediately on 
such Return of any Annual Election of Guardians for a Union being 
made, or on receipt of the certified copy thereof, forward to every 
member of the outgoing Board of Guardians, whether he shall 
have been re-elected or not, and including the ex-officio Guardians, a 
Notice, in the annexed Form E, containing a List of the Electoral 
Divisions and Wards in the Uniou, and of the names and addresses 
of the Guardians elected and returned for the same respectively. 

Aeticle 37. — The Clerk of the Union shall also notify to each 
person returned as elected at any Election ofGuardians, the factofhis 
having been so elected, by delivering or sending, or causing to bo 
delivered or sent to him, a Notice in the Form L, hereunto anuexed. 

Aetiole 38. — Within seven days after the Return of the Election 
shall have been made, all papers relating to the Election shall he 
deposited with and remain in the custody of the Clerk to the Board 
of Guardians, by whom they shall he preserved ; and no person shall 
inspect such Papers without a resolution of the Board of Guardians 
authorizing him to inspect the same. 

Aeticle 39 — The Guardians shall pay to the Returning Officer for 
the conduct and management of the Election generally, such reason- 
able remuneration as the said Commissioners may allow ; and such 
remuneration, together with the cost of providing the requisite sup- 
plies of the several Forms hereunto annexed, with the exception of 
the V oting Papers, Forms H 1 and H 2, shall he defrayed by tbe 
Guardians out of the common fund of the said Union. 

Aeticle 40. — The Guardians shall pay to the Collectors of Poor- 
rates, and to the persons appointed to distribute and collect the 
Voting Papers, or to assist the Returning Officer in preparing Lists 
of Voters, for the duties arising out of any contested Election, such 
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reasonable remuneration as may be allowed by the said Commis- 
sioners ; and such remuneration, together with tbe cost of providing 
Voting Papers, where required, in the Forms marked H 1 and 2, 
shall be defrayed by the Guardians, and charged to tbe Electoral 
Divisions in respect of which such expenses may be incurred ; and 
where any expenses under this Article shall be incurred in respect 
of any two or more Electoral Divisions combined for the election of 
one Guardian, such expenses shall be charged in equal proportions 
to the Divisions so combined. 

Article 41. — Whenever the day appointed in this Order fcr the 
performance of any act shall be a Sunday or Good Friday, such act 
shall be performed on the day next following. 

Artiole 42. — Wherever two or more Electoral Divisions shall 
have been combined into a District for the election of one Guardian 
for such District, all the provisions in this Order contained which 
apply to a single Electoral Division, having a separate Guardian 
or Guardians, shall apply to such District of Electoral Divisions in 
like manner as if it were a single Electoral Division. 

Article 43. — In case any Election of a Guardian or Guardians, 
other than the aunual Election, shall be ordered by the said Com- 
missioners, for the purpose of supplying a vacancy or vacancies in 
the Office of Guardian for any part of a Union, such Election shall 
be held at such time, and the several proceedings therein shall be 
taken on such dates as may be fixed by any Order issued by the 
Commissioners in that behalf; and such Election shall be conducted 
in accordance with the regulations in this Order contained, subject 
to the directions that may be contained in the Order for snch Elec- 
tion.

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Form A 2. — Statement of Claim to Vote in Person, for Guardians of the Poor, by a Landlord entitled to 
Rents exceeding the Bents payable, or by an Owner of Tithe Rent-charges.

or for having been concerned in furnishing or supplying the same, or 
in any Contract relating thereto, is capable of being elected or of 
acting as a Guardian. — (6 & 7 Vic. c. 92, sec. 22.) 

3. Persons duly qualified who have been Guardians for any year 
are re-eligible for the ensuing or any subsequent year ; and the same 
person may he elected Guardian for more than one Electoral Divi- 
sion. — (1 & 2 Vic, c. 56, sec. 21.) 

4. If any person put in nomination for the Office of Guardian in 
any Electoral Division or Ward, tender to the Returning Officer his 
refusal, in writing, to serve such Office, the Election, so far as re- 
gards such person, is to be no further proceeded with in such Divi- 
sion or Ward.

QUALIFICATION OF VOTERS, AND SCALE OF VOTING. .

1. Election or Guardians : — Letter of Instructions to the 
Returning Officer, where he is Clerk of the Union.

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
31sj January, 1S-52. 



The Commissioners for administering tho Laws for Relief 
of the Poor in Ireland having deemed it expedient to revise and 
consolidate the Orders which have been from time to time issued 
for regulating the Election of Guardians, have issued a General 
Order, dated the 26th instant, for regulating tho conduct of future 
Elections of Guardians in the several Unions in Ireland, a sealed 
Copy of which Order is herewith enclosed.® 

2. This Order rescinds for the future all previous Orders for 
regulating such Elections, excepting the Regulation or Order fixing 
the amount of the Qualification for the Office of Guardian in the 
respective Unions, which remains as fixed by the last Order issued 
in that behalf to each Union ; and excepting also any existing 
Regulation or Order appointing the Returning Officer,' and pro- 
viding fur the performance of the duties of that Office. Under 
Article 1 of tho General Order herewith enclosed, the Clerk of the 
Union for the time being will continue to be the Returning Officer, 
and the following Regulation in the Order heretofore issued con- 
tinues in force, subject to the regulation in Article 1 of the General 
Order of the 2Cth instant : — 



“Abt. 1 . — The Clerk for the time being to the Board of Guardians 
shall, at every future Election of Guardians of the said Union, he, and We, 
the said Commissioners, ilo hereby appoint such Cleric to be tho Returning 
Officer : and such Clerk shall perform the duties herein directed to be perl 
formed by the Returning Officer, and all other duties suitable to his Office, 
which it may be requisite for him to perform in conducting and completing 
such Election. And in case tile Office of Clerk shall be vacant at anv time 
when any proceeding is to be taken under this Order, or in case the Clerk 
shall be prevented by sickness or accident, or other sufficient cause, from 
the performance of his duties, the Guardians of the said Union shall appoint 
some person to perform such of the duties imposed by this Order upon the 
Returning Officer as shall then remain to be performed, and the person so 
appointed shall perform such duties.” 

3. Under Articles 3, 12, 21, and 33, of the accompanying General 
Order, the Collectors are to assist the Returning Officer as heretofore 
in the Election, at the times and for the purposes therein indicated.

If any copies of the Forms similar to those marked A 1 and 2, or 
B 1 and 2, or of the Forms marked F, G 1 and 2, and L, in the 
present Order, remain on hand from previous Elections, they may 
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lie used for the approaching Election ; and where Register Books 
(Forms C 1, 2, and 3), for the entry of Statements of Claims to 
\ ote and Applications of Proxies, which have been already pro- 
cured according to the Forms prescribed in previous Orders, are not 
yet filled up, they may continue to be used until they are filled up 
and fresh Books required. For any other of the Forms required, 
you should forward a requisition direct to the Printer, without delay

56, aDd the Statements of Corpora- 
tions and Joint Stock Companies, in pursuance of the 86th section of 
that Act, arc to he supplied free of charge, (on application made to 
you.) to any Persons or Corporations, or Companies, respectively, 
who may require them for their own statements, or applications. It 
would not he expedient to make a more general distribution of these 
Forms. 

1 3. Vv itli regard to the Registry of such Statements and Appoint- 
ments iu the proper Books (Forms C 1, 2, 3), the Commissioners 
request the special attention of the Clerk and Returning Officer to 
Articles 4 and 5 of the General Order, and to the duties assigned to 
those officers in respect to the same, under the provisions of the 
btatutes and under Articles 6 and 8 of the Order. 

14. The provisions of the Acts relating to such statements and 
Registers are contained in § 84 of 1 & 2 Vic. c. 56, as amended by 
§ 24 of 6 & 7 Vic. c. 02, to which yarn- attention is requested, as 
well as to § 26 of the latter Act. The first-named section sets forth 
the particulars required to be stated in such Claims, which must he 
lodged one calendar month before the Owner or his Proxy can vote 
as such ; and requires that the Guardians, or the person acting as 
Returning Officer, should register such Claims in manner provided. 
It at any Election the Returning Officer have reasonable cause to 
doubt the correctness of a Claim to Vote, made by any person in re- 
spect of net rent, the Returning Officer is required by the last cited 
section not to admit such person to vote, until he shall have produced 
evidence, to the satisfaction of the Returning Officer, of the amount 
of such rent.

15. Inconvenience and irregularity, it is believed, bare occurred 
in some instances from the discovery at the time of an Election 
of errors or defects in the Registry prescribed, from omission of 
claims therein, or from retaining on record the claims of persons 
deceased, . or from other causes, where the original statements of 
claim, owing to changes of Officers or other circumstances, are not 
themselves forthcoming. The Commissioners therefore request, with 
a view to future Elections of Guardians, that you will see whether, 
in the Union for which you act, the prescribed' Registers have been’ 
duly kept up to the present time ; and if not, that they he perfected 
before another Election takes place. Care should be taken also to 
revise tbe entries in any existing registers with a view to their 
proper correction where . the original claimants have died, or other 
changes affecting the validity or continuance of the claims have taken 
place. 

18. The Commissioners take this opportunity to observe, that 
although an Owner or Proxy is not entitled, under § 24 of 6 A- 7 
Vic. c. 92, to vote until’ one calendar month after lie shall 
have made the prescribed statement or appointment and claim, it is 
not necessary that he should make or renew such statement, Ac., a 
month before each Election. The statements of claim, Ac., may he 
made at any time, and they continue effective as long as the parties 
remain in possession of the interests described therein, and in the 
case of a Proxy, until the appointment he revoked, or the Owner 
himself resume the exercise of his right to vote, or until either of 
the parties dies. 

17. Any such statements, &c., should be duly preserved ; and in 
case there be reason to believe that any that may have been already 
lodged have not been handed over to von by any previous Officer, 
or not registered, you should make inquiry of such Officer, or other- 
wise endeavour to obtain them, and forthwith see that they be re- 
corded in the proper Form of Register Book, and that the directions 
in the above mentioned Articles of the Election Order be duly com- 
plied with. 

18. In reference to the alterations which have bec-n made in the 
boundaries of some Unions or Electoral Divisions of Unions, the 
Commissioners desire to observe, that the alteration of boundaries in 
any Union has not the effect of preventing any person from exer- 
cising his right to vote, who would otherwise be entitled to vote in 
pursuance of a statement of claim made at any previous Election, or 
not less than one month before the time for voting in the approach- 
ing Election, in respect of property situated in any of the present 
Electoral Divisions of the Union ; and if you have not already re- 
ceived the statements and appointments that may have been made 
in regard to any properties now in the Union for which you act, but 
not heretofore in it, or the Registers thereof, you should apply to 
the Clerks of the respective Unions in which such properties were 
heretofore comprised, for the same ; and, in like manner, if yon have 
any such statements relating to properties not now in the Union for 
which yon act, you should hand them over to the Clerk of the Union 
in which the respective properties are now' included. 

19. The Returning Officer, however, is not hound under Article 
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22 of the Election Regulations to cause any Voting Papers to be de- 
livered out of the Electoral Division or Ward for which it may be 
necessary to issue Voting Papers ; and if the places named for the 
reception of Voting Papers, by the Owners or Proxies who have 
nude claims, be not in any case within the respective Divisions or 
Wards in which the properties are now situate, you should imme- 
diately communicate with such parties, and request them to name a 
place within the Division or Ward, and point out to them that other- 
wise they can only vote in manner provided in Article 28 of the 
Election Regulations, to which your attention is requested ; and you 
should apprize the parties concerned as above, of the substance of 
the Regulation contained in that Article. 

20. Tho Returning Officer should take care to make himself well 
acquainted with the Regulations contained in the General Order of 
the 2Gth ir.st,, before the next Election commences. With a view 
to general convenience and economy, the business of the Election is 
to be transacted, as far as possible, at the Board-Room of the Guar- 
dians, and within the hours of ten and five o’clock in the day. The 
Returning Officer is to attend daily, (except on Sundays,) at the 
place appointed, from the 2oth of February, (the date for the issue 
of the Notice,) to the 4th March, the last day for receiving Nomina- 
tion Papers, inclusive, to afford information to persons requiring it ; 
and also diming the period from the 20tli March, (the first day for 
the collection of Voting Papers,) to the 22nd March, and until the 
Examination of the Votes and the Return of the Guardians elected 
shall have been completed, (see Articles 28, 29, 30, 33, 34, and 35;) 
and also at all such other times during the progress of the Election, 
as may be necessary for the due performance of his duties as directed 
in Article 31.

If at any Election the Returning Officer have reasonable 
cause to doubt the correctness of a Claim to vote, made by any per- 
son in respect of net rent, the Returning Officer is required by the 
last-cited section not to admit such person to vote, until he shall 
have produced evidence, to the satisfaction of the Returning Officer, 
of the amount of such rent. 

15. Inconvenience and irregularity, it is believed, have occurred 
in some instances from the discovery at the time of an Election, of 
errors or defects in the Registry prescribed, from omission of claims 
therein, or from retaining on record the claims of persons deceased, 
or from other causes, where the original statements of claim, owing 
to changes of Officers or other circumstances, are not themselves 
forthcoming. The Commissioners therefore request, with a view to 
future Elections of Guardians, that you will see whether, in the 
Union for which you act, the prescribed Registers have been duly 
kept up to the present time ; and if not, that they be perfected before 
another Election takes place. Care should be taken also to revise 
the entries in any existing Registers with a view to their proper 
correction where the original claimants have died, or other changes 
affecting the validity or continuance of the claims have taken place. 

16. The Commissioners take this opportunity to observe, that 
although an Owner or Proxy is not entitled, under sec. 24 of 6 and 
7 Vic. c. 92, to vote until one calendar month after he shall have 
made the prescribed statement or appointment and claim, it is not 
necessary that he should make or renew such statement, &c., a month 
before each Election. The statements of claim, &c., may he made 
at any time, and they continue effective as long as the parties remain 
in possession of the interests described therein, and in the case of a 
Proxy, until the appointment be revoked, or the Owner himself re- 
sume the exercise of his right to Yote,or until either of the parties dies. 
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.1/. Any sucli statements, &c., should be duly preserved • and in 
case there be reason to believe that any that may have been already 
lodged have not been handed over to you by any previous Officer, 
or not registered, you should make inquiry of such Officer, or other- 
wise endeavour to obtain them, and forthwith see that they be re- 
corded in the proper Form of Register Book, and that the directions 
m the above-mentioned Articles of the Election Order be duly com- 
plied with, 

IS. In reference to the alterations which have been made in the 
boundaries of some Unions, or Electoral Divisions of Unions, the 
Commissioners desire to observe that the alteration of boundaries in 
any Union has not the effect of preventing any person from exercis- 
ing his right to vote who would otherwise be entitled to vote in 
pursuance of a statement of claim made at any previous Election, or 
not less than one month before the time for voting in the approach- 
ing Election, in respect of property situated in any of the present 
Electoral Divisions of the Union ; and if you have not already re- 
ceived the statements and appointments that may have been made 
in regard to any properties now in the Union for which you act, but 
not heretofore in it, or the Registers thereof, you should apply to the 
Clerks of the respective Unions in which such properties were here- 
tofore comprised for the same : and in like manner, if you have any 
such statements relating to properties not now in the Union for which 
you act, you should hand them over to the Clerk of the Union in 
which the respective properties are now included. 

19. The Returning Officer, however, is not hound, under Article 
22 of the Election Regulations to cause any Voting Papers to be de- 
livered out of the Electoral Division or Ward for which it may be 
necessary to issue Voting Papers ; and if the places named for the 
reception of V oting Papers by the Owners or Proxies wlio have 
made claims, be not in any case within the respective Divisions or 
Wards in which the properties are now situate, you should imme- 
diately communicate with sucli parties, and request them to name a 
place within the Division or Ward, and point out to them that other- 
wise they can only vote in manner provided in Article 28 of the 
Election Regulations, to which your attention is requested; and you 
should apprize the parties concerned as above, of the substance of 
the Regulation contained in that Article. 

20. The Returning Officer should take care to make himself well 
acquainted with the Regulations contained in the General Order of 
the 26th January, 1852, before the next Election commences. With 
a view to general convenience and economy, the business of the 
Election is to he transacted, as far as possible, at the Board-room of 
the Guardians, and within the hours of ten and five o’clock in the 
day. The Returning Officer is to attend daily (except on Sundays,) 
at the place appointed, from the 25th of February, (the date for the 
issue of the Notice,) to the 4th March, the last day for receiving 
nomination papers, inclusive, to afford information to persons requir- 
ing it ; and likewise during the period from the 20th March (the 
first day for the collection of Voting Papers) to the 22nd March, and 
until the examination of the Votes and the Return of the Guartdans 

h 2 
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Elected, shall have been completed (see Articles 28, 29, 30, 33, 34, 
and 33) ; and also at all such other times during the progress of the 
Election as may be necessary for the due performance of his duties, 
as directed in Article 31. 

21. The Commissioners enclose herewith for your information a 
copy of a Letter* which they have addressed to the Clerk of the 
Union in reference to the Election ; and you should immediately 
communicate with him for the purpose of ascertaining whether any 
and what description and number of Election Eorms, available for 
the present Election, remain on hand, with a view to your ordering 
any others that may be required. 

22. Immediately on the close of the Election, an account of the 
Expenses of the same is to be transmitted to the Commissioners, for 
examination and sanction, in a form which will be forwarded to you 
for the purpose.

No. 3. — Election of Guardians. — Letter of Instructions 

to the Clerk of the Union, where he is not appointed Re- 
turning Officer. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, February , 1832. 

1. The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland having deemed it expedient to revise and con- 
solidate the Orders which have from time to time been issued for 
regulating the Election of Guardians, have issued a General Order, 
dated the 26th ultimo, t for regulating the conduct of future Elec- 
tions of Guardians in the several Unions in Ireland, a sealed copy 
of which Order is enclosed herewith. 

2. This Order rescinds for the future all previous Orders for 

regulating Elections of Guardians in Union, excepting the 

Regulation or Order fixing the amount of the Qualification for the 
Office of Guardian in that Union, which remains as fixed by the last 
Order issued in that behalf. 

3. Under Articles 3, 12, 21, and 33, of the accompanying 
General Order, the Collectors are to assist the Returning Officer, as 
heretofore, in the Election, at the times and for the purposes therein 
indicated. These regulations impose no fresh duties on the Col- 
lectors, but you should call the attention of each of them to those 
regulations before the next Election takes place. 

4. You will receive herewith for the information of the Board 

of Guardians, and for your guidance, a copy of the Letter of In- 
structions! issued to the Returning Officer, Mr. of ; and 

you will observe that with a view to general convenience and 
economy, all the business of the Election is to be transacted, as far 
as possible, at the Board-room of the Guardians, and between the 
hours of ten and five o’clock in the day.

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5. You should forthwith apprize the Returning Officer of the 
number and description of Forms remaining on hand from previous 
Elections ; and your attention is requested to paragraphs 9 and 10 
of the enclosed Letter of Instructions to the Returning Officer,* for 
your guidance in this respect. You will likewise furnish to the 
Returning Officer, before the 25th of February, a list of the names 
and addresses of all the Ex-Officio Guardians of the Union, and of 
the Justices of the Peace resident within the Union or qualified to 
be Ex-Officio Guardians, to enable him to forward to them a Notice 
of the Election, in accordance with Article 9 of the Order. You 
will also supply him with the Stationery necessary for the Election ; 
and afford him access to such of the books and documents of the 
Union, and such other facilities as may be requisite to enable him 
to discharge the duties imposed upon him by the Order. 

6. The Commissioners request your attention to those parts of 
the enclosed Circular, which relate to Owners’ statements of claims 
to vote, and of appointments of Proxies and their claims, and the 
Registers thereof, especially to paragraphs 14 to 13 of that Circular ; 
and to your duties as Clerk of the Union, in reference thereto, as 
prescribed in Articles 6 ami 7 of the General Order of the 26th 
ultimo, to which your attention is also requested, as well as to 
Articles 4 and 5 of that Order. 

7. Your special attention is likewise requested to your duties as 
Clerk of the Union, under the regulations contained in Articles 36 
and 37 of the General Order. Under the former of those Articles, 
you are, immediately on the Return of Guardians being completed, 
to transmit to each member oj the Board of Guardians for the previous 
year , including Ex-Officio Guardians and out-going Guardians, as 
well as any who may be re-elected, a Notice in the Form K, ap- 
prizing them of the names of the several Guardians elected for the 
ensuing year. The object of this regulation being chiefly to obviate 
the inconvenience of any Guardian attending at any meeting of the 
Board after his year of office has expired, you should take care 
that this Notice is transmitted without any delay, on the completion 
of the Return. Under Article 37, you are also to transmit to every 
Guardian elected for the ensuing year, whether previously a Guardian 
or not, a Notice in the usual Form, marked L, in the present Order.

No. 4. — Remuneration of Returning Officer for his Ser- 
vices in the Election of Guardians. — Circular to Boards 
of Guardians of Unions concerned. 

Poor Law Commission Office , Dublin , 

10 th February , 1352. 

Sir, 

1. The Commissioners for adminstering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland, having issued a General Order for regulating 
* No. 2, p. 95. 
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future Elections of Guardians in the Unions in Ireland, have had 
under consideration the Form of Account of Expenses of the same, 
and the mode of remunerating the Returning Officer for his services 
in the conduct of such Elections. 

2. In some Unions, the Returning Officer’s Remuneration has 
been included in, and paid at the same periods with, his Salary as 
Clerk of the Union, his remuneration as Returning Officer not being 
included, in that case, in the Returning Officer’s Accounts of the 
Election Expenses. In other Unions, the annual allowance to the 
Returning Officer, for conducting any Election which may occur 
during the year has been included in his Account for the Annual 
Election in March, and lias been paid in advance for the whole 
year in the payment of that Account. 

3. The latter course is open to objection, inasmuch as in the event 
of the person who fills the office of Clerk, and performs the duties 
of Returning Officer at the Annual Election in March, ceasing to 
hold the office, and another person being appointed, before the close 
of the year commencing 25th March, the former may have received 
the Returning Officer’s Remuneration for the entire year, and the 
latter may be required to conduct Elections to supply vacancies in 
the number of Guardians that may occur during the year ; and in 
this case, the Guardians would be liable to be called upon to pay the 
Remuneration of the latter for his services as Returning Officer, in 
addition to the Amount paid to the previous Returning Officer for 
the year. 

4. Under these circumstances, the Commissioners think it would 
be preferable that the Remuneration of the Clerk for his services as 
Returning Officer should be paid, notin one sum in advance included 
in his Account of the Expenses of the Annual Election, but in 
periodical payments from time to time, in like manner with his 
Salary as Clerk, and in like manner wdtk the Salaries of other 
Officers of the Union. 

-*1 ^ omTn issioners do not propose to make any alteration in 

the Amount of the Remuneration hitherto allowed to the Returning 

Officer of the Union, namely, £ per Annum ; and they request 

that the Guardians will cause him to be paid at that rate, from 
time to time, at the respective periods when the Officers’ Salaries are 
payable. 



0. Under this arrangement, the Returning Officer is not to include 
any charge for his own Remuneration in the Account which he is 
required to make out of the Expenses of the Election, his Salary 
being paid independently of that Account

1. Adverting to paragraph 22 of tlie Commissioners’ recent 
Circular, which stated, in reference to the Election of Guardians, 
that immediately on the close of the Election, an Account of the 
Expenses of the same is to be transmitted to the Commissioners for 
examination and sanction, in a Form to be forwarded for the pur- 
pose, I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the 
Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, now to enclose to yon a 
copy of the Form* in which such Account is to be made out. 

2. You are requested immediately after the return of the Election 
is made, to -obtain the Accounts of any persons employed in the 
same, which should specify the dates and nature of the particular 
duty on which each was employed, the length of time during which 
he was employed, and the rate of payment proposed ; and to obtain 
also the Account of the Printer for the Election Forms and Placards 
which you procure from him, including the copies of the Notice of 
the Election transmitted through this office. Your attention is re- 
quested to Articles 39 and 40 of the General Order of the 2Gth 
ultimo, as to the Expenses which are chargeable to the Union at 
large, and to Electoral Divisions in case of contests, respectively : 
and you will proceed to make up your Account of the Expenses of 
the Election accordingly, and forward it for examination to the 
Commissioners, who will transmit it, if approved, to the Board of 
Guardians for payment. 

3. Your Account, when sent to the Commissioners, should be 
accompanied by the Bills or Accounts of the parties above referred 
to, as Vouchers, which are to be numbered consecutively (each Voucher 
having a separate number) ; and corresponding references should be 
inserted in the column left in the Form of Account for the purpose. 
The Vouchers should be sent at the same time as the Returning 
Officer’s Account, so as to prevent delay in the settlement of it from 
any omission in this respect. 

4. The Constabulary post the Notices of the Election without 
charge. The Constabulary are to be allowed Is. a day each, while 
employed for the purpose of distributing and collecting Voting 
Papers ; and they are to be'allowed pay for one man for one day for 
attending to receive the Voting Papers from the Returning Officer, 
and for another day to return them to him, /or each contested Division 
or Head-quarters concerned. But when the services of the Con- 
stabulary cannot he procured for distributing and collecting the 
Voting Papers, the Form of the Account is to be altered accordingly 
in the items relating to that service : and where it may he neces- 
sary specially to employ persons other than the Constabulary for 
the distribution amd collection of the Voting Papers, 2a. a day is 
the usual allowance. The dates on which the respective parties are

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employed, and other particulars indicated in the above paragraph 2, 
should be specified in the Accounts of the parties, which are to be 
forwarded as Vouchers ; and it is desirable either that these Ac- 
counts for the several Electoral Divisions or Wards should bo se- 
parate, or that the particulars as to each Division or Ward should 
be distinguished from those as to other Divisions or Wards in the 
respective Vouchers. 

5. The several Collectors are to attend the Returning Officer, in 
pursuance of Articles 3, 12, 21, and 33, of the General Election 
Order of the 26th ultimo, at certain periods of the Election. They 
are to assist him in examining the qualifications of persons to 
nominate or be elected for the office of Guardian, without charge for 
this duty, which may be performed on the day of the Collectors’ 
attendance for the examination of their Accounts, or on a day to be 
named for the purpose in the case of each Collector. A moderate 
allowance may be made for the attendance of the Collectors, where 
necessary, under Articles 21 and 33 of the Order. 

6. TheElection istobe conducted with dueregard to economy; and 
until you shall have to prepare Lists of Voters for the Constabulary, 
you will not require assistance in the performance of your duties ; 
and no allowance can be made for any Expenses incurred by em- 
ploying any person without authority. But if the number of Voters 
in contested Divisions or Wards should be so great as to render 
assistance necessary for preparing the Lists, the Commissioners, on 
receiving a report from you to that effect, stating the circumstances

No. 8. — Proceedings for Poor-Rate : — Instructions to 
Boards of Guardians, with. reference to 19tli section of 12 
and 13 Vie. c. 104. 

Poor Laic Commission OiHce, Dublin, 
Uth May, 1831. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland, desire to call the immediate attention of the 
Board of Guardians to the 10th section of the 12th and 13th Vic. 
cap. 104, with respect to the Rates made after the 1st August, 1S49, 
the date of the passing of the Act, which provides "that when any 
Rate for the Relief of the Poor shall be made after the passing of 
this Act, it shall not be lawful to commence any proceeding for the 
recovery of any arrear thereof against any person not primarily 
liable to pay the same, unless within the period of two years next 
after the mating and publishing of the said Rate.” 

In order to secure the recovery of the remaining arrears of the 
Rates made next after the passing of that Act, it will he necessary 
that the Guardians should direct that such legal proceedings should 
be taken as the circumstances of each case may require. 
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"With a view to assist tlie Guardians in tlie consideration of this 
subject, tlie Commissioners request tlieir special attention to tlie 
following observations in respect to the principal classes of cases in 
which such arrears remain due at the present time. 

Where the arrears due were originally assessed upon the occupier 
of the rated Tenements, the eligible mode of securing payment will 
in general be that authorized by the 17th Section of the above- 
quoted Act ; and iu all cases where other effectual proceedings may 
not have been already resorted to, or may not, by reason of special 
circumstances, be rendered necessary, the Guardians should direct 
that proceedings by Civil Bill should be instituted at the next 
ensuing Quarter Sessions, and with regard to cases in which the 
arrears are due from lands as to which proceedings are pending in 
the Courts for the Sale of Encumbered Estates, the Commissioners 
desire to observe, that they think the filing in that Court of a state- 
ment or claim for Rates due to the Guardians of the Union, cannot 
be deemed a sufficient compliance with the 19th Section of the Act 
above quoted, and they think that in such cases the Guardians 
should not forego the more complete and effectual security afforded 
by the provisions of the 17th and 18th Sections of the same Act. 

In cases in which proceedings in the Superior Courts may have 
already been resorted to, or may be now considered necessary, the 
Commissioners think that unless tlie Rates shall have previously 
been paid, the Guardians should direct that such proceedings be 
carried on so as to obtain a Judgment of such Superior Court, 
which Judgment should be registered in the manner prescribed in 
the ISth Section; and as difficulties have sometimes occurred in 
regard to the service of a Writ of Summons upon the Defendants, 
in such cases the Commissioners direct the attention of the Guardians 
to the 9th Section of the 13th and 14th Vic. cap. 18, which pro- 
vides a mode of service in such cases. 

Where the Arrears were originally assessed upon the Immediate 
Lessor of the premises rated, the Commissioners think that it will 
be expedient for the Guardians in all cases where effectual proceed- 
ings shall not have previously been taken for that purpose, to secure 
the registration of Judgment against the parties liable for the amount ; 
and. in reference. thereto, the Commissioners have to point out the 
additional facilities for effecting this object by Civil Bill before the 
Assistant-Barrister, which are afforded by the provisions of the 30th 
Section of the 12tli and 13th Vic. cap. 104.

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No. 9. — Proceedings for Poor-Rate : — Extension of the 

Time for proceeding before Magistrates in Civil Bill cases. 

Circular to Clerks of Unions. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

16 tli September, 1851. 

Sir, 

I am directed bv the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, to inform you, for the information 
of the Board of Guardians, and the guidance of the Poor-Rate Col- 
lectors, that by the Act 14 and 15 Vic. cap. 93, sec. 10, for regu- 
lating proceedings at Petty Sessions, which will come fully into 
operation on the 1st November next, the existing general limitation 
of the time for proceeding before Magistrates in Civil Cases, to Six 
Months, will cease, and in Poor-Rate Cases the Collectors may then 
proceed for recovery of Rates before Magistrates “at any time after 
the date of the Warrant authorizing the Collection.” This exten- 
sion is necessarily subject to the limitations in the Acts for Relief of 
the Poor, 1 and 2 Vic. cap. 56, and 12 and 13 Vic. cap. 104. 

The expiration of the Six Months now allowed for proceeding 
before Magistrates in Poor-Rate Cases, does not affect the Collectors 
power to proceed by Bistress under their own Warrants, or prevent 
proceedings by Civil Bill ; and such modes of recovering Pmtes may 
therefore be resorted to where necessary before the 1st of November 
next, when the Magistrates’ power will be extended.

Service : — Circular to Unions, forwarding Copy of the 
Act, 14 and 15 Vic. c.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief 
of the Poor in Ireland forward herewith, for the information of the 
Board of Guardians, a Copy of the Apprentices to the Sea. Service 
Act, 14 and 15 Vic. c. 35, passed on the 24th ultimo. 

This Act empowers Boards of Guardians in Ireland to apprentice 
Boys, between the Ages of 12 and IT years, to the Merchant Sea 
Service, in manner described in the Act, and to provide an Outfit 
and defray certain other Expenses, as specified in § 2, charging the 
same on the Bates of the Union or Division to which such Boys are 
chargeable, as the case may he. 

The Act also, in § 10, empowers the Boards of Guardians to allow 
Boys to enter into the Royal Navy, and to pay out of the Bates in 
like manner such sum as may be required by the Begulations of the 
Naval Service, for providing Outfit or otherwise, and also the 
Expense of conveying the Boy in charge of a proper person to the 
place of entry into the Service. 

It will be observed that the powers conferred by this Act applv 
only to Boys already receiving Belief, or whose’ Parents, where 
living, are receiving Belief, and to Boys who are willing or desirous 
to enter the Merchant Service or the Navy : and the Act gives no 
power to Boards of Guardians to put out as Apprentices any other 
class than that specified in the Act, or to Apprentice such Bovs to 
any other occupation, or in any other manner than as described 
therein.

No. 14 — Ophthalmia : — Sore Eyes artificially produced by 
Children : — Circular to each Poor-Law Inspector.

I am directed the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland to forward herewith for your infor- 
mation a Copy of a Report which they have received from Captain 
Huband, Poor-Law Inspector, relating to the means used by the 
Children in the Workhouses of Cork Union, in order to produce In- 
flammation of the Eyes. 

The Commissioners have reason to suppose that similar means 
have been used to produce Inflammation of the Eyes in other Work- 
houses, though not perhaps to such extent as in the Cork Union 
Workhouse ; and they think that the special attention of the Guar- 
dians and Medical Officers of Unions should he called to the possi- 
bility of such means being used by the inmates of the Workhouses 
in which Ophthalmia prevails.

CORK UNION. 

Artificially produced Sore Eyes mistaken for Ophthalmia. 

Cork, 20th July, 1851. 

Gentlemen, 

Upon the Minutes of the Cork Board of Guardians upon Wednes- 
day last you will see by the Report of the Visiting Committee and 
the Master that the younger inmates of the Workhouse have been 
detected in putting the juice of a weed (popularly termed '‘birds’ 
milk” or. “milk weed,” but properly, I believe, named “Euplior- 
bium,”) into their eyes, so as to produce an appearance so closely 
resembling Ophthalmia, that the Medical Officers have had them 
under treatment, for how long it cannot now be discovered, for that 
disease. 

You will see by the House Committee’s Report that, upon being 
informed by the Workhouse Master, Mr, Carr, tliat he had made 

I 
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the discovery referred to, I called several of the boys before me and 
examined them, and subsequently tlie Schoolmistress and some girls. 

The boys were those through whom the Master was enabled to 
detect the imposition which was being practised by the younger 
classes, both male and female; the names of these boys are, Jerry 
Lynch, aged twelve, Tim Byrne, aged ten. Both of these boys ap- 
pear to labour under Ophthalmia. Byrne’s eyes would deceive any- 
body ; the lids are much swollen, and matter in considerable quan- 
tity running down his cheek. John Fleming, aged twelve; Michael 
Connell, aged ten ; and James Curtayne, aged twelve, had, I was in- 
formed, eyes looking equally bad as the others some,days before I 
saw them, but even then they appeared to be afflicted with Ophthal- 
mia, although not of so severe a character as the first two whom X 
have mentioned. 

I learned from those hoys that the inducement for tampering with 
their eyes was the dietary of the Hospital, in which white bread is 
used, and the avoidance of going to school, and they informed me 
that the practice of making their eyes sore with various substances 
introduced into them, or under the lids, was of considerable extent 
amongst the inmates attending the Schools. 

These boys informed me that two others, byname Daniel Sullivan, 
aged fourteen, aud John Faliy, aged twelve, had very nearly lost 
their sight- altogether, by introducing lime into their eyes ; they were 
under treatment in Hospital for Ophthalmia. 

I called the Schoolmistress before me and questioned her as to 
the result of the inquiries made by her amongst the female children. 
She informed me that the school girls had confessed to her that they 
also had been in tlie habit of tampering with their eyes, not only by 
introducing the juice of the “Eupliorbium,” but likewise by unravel- 
ling the threads of their aprons in that part striped with blue, in 
which the indigo used to dye them is contained, and introducing tlie 
thread under the eyelids ; an appearance of Ophthalmia is quickly 
produced from the irritation caused by the indigo threads. 

The Schoolmistress further informed me that she herself had 
caught children tearing off the corners of the leaves of their books, 
railing them up and thrusting them under their eyelids. 

Two. girls, Margaret Callaghan, and Julia Nugent, have become 
nearly blind, the soreness of their eyes having been originally arti- 
ficially produced by themselves. The girls give a similar reason 
to that which tlie hoys do for tampering with their eyes, namely, to 
get the white bread used in Hospital, and avoid going to School. 

I have long since heard that amongst tlie adult paupers in the 
Workhouses the practice of producing, artificially, sore eyes closely 
resembling Ophthalmia, but I had not been able to bring it home 
to any of them with certainty ; the means by which, I was repeat- 
edly informed, they made their c} T es sore, were lime and wool plucked 
either from a blanket or from their frieze clothing ; this they placed 
under their eyelids, and the irritation produced thereby rendered 
their eyes sore. I did not however detect tlie use of “Eupliorbium” 
until in the Cork Workhouse. It grows plentifully about the Work- 
house grounds gall the. boys appeared to know.it ; they were aU out 
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walking when I went out to look over the grounds for some speci- 
mens o± tliis weed j numbers of the boys cried out, you will find it 
in such places, mentioning them. In fact all the boys appeared to 
be well acquainted with it. The milk of this weed, which runs out 
when the stem is broken across, is a very acrid liquid, and is fre- 
quently used by poachers to poison fish in rivers for the purpose of 
taking them clandestinely, 

I enclose for your inspection a specimen of “Euphorbium,” in case 
you should not be acquainted with its appearance- 

If you will break across one of the stems you will see the milky 
liquor exude. 

Some of the boys informed me that so painful does this milk be- 
come when put into the eyes, that they have been kept awake at 
night by these boys who had used it before goingto bed, in prepara- 
tion to appear before the Medical Officers in the morning. 

One of the Physicians of the Union stated to me, what appears 
to be perfectly conformable with reason, namely, that he has no 
doubt whatever that these children who have entered the Ophthal- 
mic Wards with sore eyes, artificially produced, have caught genuine 
Ophthalmia from the Patients who had been under treatment for 
that disease, and with whom they became mixed up in the Wards. 

Both of the Medical Qtfi cers made a minute examination of the 
children in the Ophthalmic Wards immediately after they were in- 
formed of the discovery which had been made. 

Of 161 boys, Dr. O’Connor, the senior Medical Officer, placed 140 
upon the House diet ■ these Dr. O’Connor, after he had heard of the 
practices amongst the children deemed to be suspicious cases. Dr. 
Popham, who has under his charge 91 cases of Ophthalmia amongst 
the girls, made a similar examination of these cases, but I am not 
informed of the steps which he subsequently took.

No. 15. — Sanitary Condition of Workhouse Inmates : — 
Circular to each Union, containing Suggestions as to Diefc, 
and Drainage and Ventilation of Workhouses. 

Poor Law Commission Office, DitUin, 

28 th October, 1851. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland desire to call the attention of the Guardians to 
the following observations and suggestions in reference to the Sa- 
nitary condition of the Inmates of the Workhouse. 

At this season of the year there is usually a less degree of pres- 
sure of applications for relief than at any other time, and the dis- 
position to leave the Workhouse by way of voluntary discharge 
having prevailed throughout the period of harvest, has brought the 
number of inmates to a comparatively low amount. 

1 2 
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This is therefore a convenient time for the Guardians to consider 
and carry into effect any improvements which may he thought re- 
quisite in the ventilation or sewerage of the buildings, and as a 
gradual but continuous increase of the number of inmates may 
soon be expected to begin, any defect in the above respect which 
admits of remedy should receive the immediate attention of the 
Guardians, the Visiting Committee, and the Medical Officer. 

By Article 59 of the Workhouse Regulations, it is the duty of 
the Visiting Committee to report weekly to the Guardians “ whether 
the Workhouse, with its wards, offices, yards, and appurtenances are 
clean, and well ventilated in every part, and if not, to state the 
defect or omission.” 

By Article 6S, No. 5, it is a duty of the Medical Officer “to 
report in writing to the Board of Guardians any defect in the diet, 
drainage, ventilation, warmth, or other arrangement of the Work- 
house, or any excess in the number of any class of inmates, which 
he may deem to he detrimental to the health of the inmates.” 

The regular and careful performance of these duties, followed by 
a prompt attention on the part of the Board of Guardians to the 
reports placed before it from time to time, affords the surest protec- 
tion to the inmates against any injurious effects upon their health 
arising from neglected sewerage, imperfect ventilation, or other 
circumstances over which the Guardians can exercise a remedial 
control. 

As regards the Visiting Committee, the above reflection should 
be sufficient in itself to determine them to regularity in the dis- 
charge of their duty ; but, as that body is charged with a general 
supervision over the Paid Officers of the Workhouse, they ought 
further to hear in mind, that the degree of care and attention which 
they may exhibit in carrying out the regulations prescribed for their 
guidance, must have an important effect by way of example on the 
Officers of the Workhouse. 

The responsibility which rests on the Medical Officer, in respect 
of matters affecting the sanitary condition of the inmates, is second 
in degree only to that of the Board of Guardians, in whose hands 
all local executive authority in the administration of relief is vested 
by law. It is required of him by the Piegulation above quoted, to 
discharge himself of this responsibility, not by verbal representa- 
tions of his views, but by formally reporting them “ in writing ” to 
the Board of Guardians. The latter are to a certain extent de- 
pendent on his opinion and suggestions on sanitary points ; and 
when lie is silent on the subject of any cause, detrimental to health, 
the natural inference in the minds of the Guardians is that such 
causes do not exist in their establishment. 

T wo of the most important circumstances affecting the health of 
the inmates of Workhouses, over which the Guardians can exercise 
an eftective remedial control, are the dietaries for sick and healthy 
inmates, and the extent of dormitory and day-room accommodation; 
and on both these points much responsibility rests on the Medical 
Officer if any defective arrangement prejudicial to health should 
exist, without his reporting his opinion on the subject. 
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The Rules furnished by the Commissioners for framing the diet- 
aries of Workhouses, lay down a minimum amount of nutriment, 
according to a standard therein set forth, and they provide for the 
substitution of other articles of diet in certain equivalent propor- 
tions therein specified. In issuing this Regulation, the Commis- 
sioners have 11 ot restrained the Guardians from using other articles 
of diet besides those enumerated, or from using greater quantities 
than those set forth in the standard. On the contrary, it is expressly 
provided, that the Board of Guardians may, under the advice of the 
Medical Officer, use other articles instead of any of the above, and 
the same or other articles in other proportions than the above, -when- 
ever the scarcity of any article, the season of the year, or any cir- 
cumstance affecting the sanitary condition of the inmates shall be 
deemed to justify sucli changes or departures from the authorized 
articles ami quantities ; such changes and departures being subject 
at all times, both as to their adoption and continuance, to the* ap- 
proval of the Commissioners. 

Again, by Article 19, it is provided — 

Istlv. — That the Medical Officer may direct, in writing, such 
diet for any individual Pauper in the Sick or Lunatic Wards, 
as he shall deem necessary. 

2ndly. — That if the Medical Officer shall at any time certify 
that he deems a temporary change in the diet essential to 
the health of the Paupers in the Workhouse, or of any class 
or classes thereof, the Guardians shall cause a copy of such 
certificate to be entered on the Minutes of their proceedings, 
and shall be emjiowered forthwith to order, by a resolution, 
the said diet to be temporarily changed, according to the 
recommendation of the Medical Officer, and shall forthwith 
transmit a copy of such certificate and resolution to the 
Commissioners. 

By Article 13, No. 12, it is declared that — 

The dietaries for patients in the Workhouse Infirmary and 
Fever Hospital, shall be at all times such as the Board of 
Guardians, under the advice of the Medical Officer, or Me- 
dical Officers, shall adopt, subject to the approval of the 
Commissioners. 

These regulations have been designed to secure a careful super- 
vision of the dietaries both of sick and healthy inmates by the 
Medical Officer; and the Guardians will naturally infer from the 
absence of any objection on the part of the Medical Officer to the 
dietaries in use, that lie is satisfied with the wholesomeness and 
sufficiency of the ordinary diet of the inmates, and with the pro - 
priety of the dietaries in use for the sick. 

The sufficiency of the Hospital accommodation is a matter con- 
stantly and peculiarly under the observation of the Medical Officer; 
and if at any time evil consequences should arise from a deficiency 
in that respect, the Medical Officer will not clear himself from re- 
sponsibility unless he shall appear to have pointed out, in due time, 
the actual deficiency, or the probability of its taking place. 

In like manner, any excess in the number of inmates in any 
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building, or department of a building, used for tbe accommodation of 
healtbv inmates, should bo made the subject of a written report by 
him to the Guardians, according to bis prescribed duty, as set forth 
in paragraph five of Article GS — already quoted. 

The sealed orders of the Commissioners, limiting tlio number to 
be accommodated in any Workhouse, or Auxiliary Worlrbouse, have 
been issued generally in accordance with the Medical Officer’s pre- 
viously expressed views on that important point ; and the Commis- 
sioners take this opportunity of observing, that they will be pre- 
pared at all times to consider the propriety of a revision of those 
orders, on a representation from the Medical Ota eel' of a Union that 
he thinks such a revision is called for. 

It has always been the desire of the Commissioners, that the 
Medical Officers should express themselves unreservedly on the 
points above mentioned, and likewise on all arrangements which 
appear to them to concern the general health of the inmates under 
their care. 

The reports made by them to the Guardians will, in ordinary 
routine, appear upon the minutes of tbe Board, and thus become 
known to tbe Commissioners, together with such steps as the 
Guardians may think fit to take in connexion with those reports. 

Although the Guardians may not on all occasions adopt the re- 
commendations of their Medical Officer, it will be proper and neces- 
sary that his opinion should, in any event, appear recorded in pur- 
suance of the regulations framed by tbe Commissioners in that 
behalf.

ISTo. 16. — Dietary : — Circular to Unions relating to tlie 
use of Vegetables in Soup. 

Foor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

10 th December, 1831. 

Sin, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland having been informed that, in some instances, 
ttie Soup which forms an article of the Workhouse Dietary is made 
during some seasons of the year, without any admixture of vege- 
tables, they desire to call the attention of the Board of Guardians to 
Article 13, Ko. G, of tbe Workhouse Rules, which requires that the 
Soup shall at all times be well seasoned with onions, pepper, and 
salt; and thickened at all convenient seasons with turnips, parsnips, 
and carrots, or such other vegetables as tbe Medical Officer shall 
approve. 

It will be observed that this regulation contemplates the use of 
onions in the Soup at all seasons of the year, and the Commissioners 
desire to call the attention of the Board of Guardians to the im- 
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portance of taking sucli steps as may be best calculated to insure a 
regular supply of onions throughout the year, and of other vege- 
tables whenever practicable. 

The use of vegetables, especially onions, in the rations issued by 
the Relief Committees under the Temporary Relief Act was strongly 
recommended by the late Board of Health in a letter addressed to 
i the Relief Commissioners on the 21st June, 1847, of which the fol- 

lowing is an extract : — 

“ The Board of Health, as the season of the year now gives facilities for 
it, strongly recommend the admixture oi‘ onions, leeks, scallions, or shallots, 
in cooked meal rations or stirabout, which will both act as condiments and 
will also furnish some of the elements of nutrition essential for forming 
healthy blood. Onions are so rich in nutritive qualities that, as a mere 
article of food, one ounce and a half may be considered as equivalent to 
about one ounce of meal. On every opportunity the importance to health 
of using vegetables, such as carrots, parsnips, turnips, and cabbage, along 
with meal, should be impressed upon the people.” 

From inquiries which the Commissioners have made on the sub- 
ject, they are of epinion that in those Unions where land has been 
taken under the provisions of the Act 11 and 12 Vic. c. 25, a supply 
of vegetables may, by proper arrangements, he obtained without 
difficulty throughout the year, and the Commissioners desire to draw 
the attention of the Guardians to the expediency of cultivating the 
s various descriptions of vegetables most suited for use in making 

Soup, in preference to other crops. 

Where the Guardians do not occupy land which can be used for 
raising vegetables, efforts should he made to obtain contracts, and in 
order to guard against any failure in the supply under such contracts, 
they should be entered into some time before the period for supply- 
ing commences, so as to allow the parties contracting an opportunity 
of making the requisite preliminary arrangements for providing a 
succession of crops to enable them to supply the different varieties 
of vegetables at the respective periods at which they come in season, 
and onions, scallions, or leeks, all the year round. 

If, however, the Guardians should not be able to obtain a contract 
for the supply of vegetables throughout the year, they may, no 
doubt, obtain one for the principal part of the year, and during the 
period to which the contract does not apply, potatoes may probably 
he used with advantage in the Soup, anti there is no doubt that by 
making proper arrangements with some respectable merchant in 
any of the larger towns, a supply of onions, of either foreign or 
( home growth, may at all times he obtained. In this case it would 

probably be necessary for the Guardians to purchase large quantities 
at once, and particular attention should be given to the mode of 
storing the supply of onions thus obtained, so as to insure their 
keeping good until required for use.

Considerable inconvenience and loss having been suffered in 
several Unions, in consequence of tlie Contractors for the supply of 
Milk to the Workhouses of such Unions failing to supply the quan- 
tities of Milk required for consumption in the Workhouses, particu- 
larly during the winter season when new Contracts cannot always 
be obtained, and supplies are not available for purchase ; in conse- 
quence of which, substitutes have to be provided, and the Contractors, 
under the form of Contract now in use, are not subject to the 
expenses so incurred, being chargeable only with the cost of the 
same articles as contracted for, beyond the price set forth in the 
Contract : 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, with a view of obviating, as far as possible, such 
inconvenience and loss, have had prepared a new form of Contract 
for Workhouse supplies, into which there has been introduced a 
Covenant enabling the Guardians to charge to the Contractor, failing 
to supply the necessary quantity of any article or articles contracted 
for, the cost of any substitute for such article or articles which the 
Guardians may be obliged to resort to, to make good the deficiency; 
and the Commissioners recommend that the new form may be used 
in future.

— Pauper Clothing : — Circular to Guardians relative 
to Paupers released from Gaol, and still retaining the 
Union Dress.

Sin, 

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Ptelief of the Poor in Ireland has been drawn to the fact, that cases 
occur where Pauper Inmates of Workhouses who have been com- 
mitted to Gaol for offences under the Poor Relief Acts are subse- 
quently liable to be again arrested by the Constabulary, on suspicion 
of having absconded from the Workhouse, in consequence of their 
still wearing the Union Dress. 

In order to avoid the recurrence of such cases, which not only 
entail additional duty unnecessarily on the Constabulary, but inflict 
great hardship on the Prisoners, the Commissioners suggest that the 
Guardians should make arrangements by which, whenever an Inmate 
of the Workhouse is committed to Gaol, the Union Clothing which lie 
wore at the time of his committal should be obtained from the Prison 
Authorities, and his own Clothing substituted, so that on his dis- 
charge from Prison, he may go out dressed in his own Clothing, as 
he would do if he were discharged direct from the Workhouse.

— State op Workhouse Buildings : — Circular to 
Unions on necessity for Painting External Woodwork.

The Commissioners for administering tlie Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland haTing received a Report from their Architect, Mr. 
Wilkinson, pointing out the neglected state of the Painting of the 
Woodwork of the Workhouses of some of the Unions in Ireland, 
desire to call the attention of the Guardians to the subject, with a 
view to the necessary steps being taken for Painting the Workhouse 
where required. 

Mr. Wilkinson states that in some houses lie has observed the 
external Woodwork to be rapidiy decaying, and that the sills of the 
windows and other exposed Woodwork will, therefore, require ex- 
tensive renewal unless speedily attended to, and he suggests that the 
external Woodwork of the Workhouses should receive a good coat 
of Paint at least once a year. 

Mr. Wilkinson also advises that where Contracts for Painting are 
made, sufficient precautions should ho adopted by the Guardians to 
insure the use of good White Lead and other ingredients ; and lie 
suggests that it may he expedient, with this view, that the Guardians 
should purchase the materials and contract for tlie labour only.

Gentlemen, 

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
16th instant, No. 564, M/52, requesting me to furnish you with a 
Report on the operation, in the several Unions in my District, of 
the 1st section of the Act 11 and 12 Victoria, cap. 25, which em- 
powers you on the receipt of a Memorial from a majority of a 
Board of Guardians, to hire or purchase such quantity of land not 
exceeding 25 Statute Acres, as may he deemed necessary for the 
instruction of children in Workhouses in an improved system of 
agriculture ; and in reply I have to inform you that in the Unions 
in my District in which this provision lias been brought into 
operation, much benefit is already apparent in the progress which 
the boys under sixteen years of age make in becoming useful and 
skilled labourers. Some of them after a while leave the Work- 
house to go to service. But sufficient time has not elapsed to 
enable me to judge to what extent this practice may go ; and as to 
whether it will, as it may he hoped, he the means of having the 
places of the labourers now emigrating filled up by the hoys 
receiving an Agricultural Education on Workhouse Farms. 

I have to remark particularly on the successful progress which 
has been made on the Workhouse Farms in the Unions of Ennis- 
corthy, Cloglieen, Gorey, Dungarvan and Lismore, and at Clonmel, 
which lias been just commenced. At Carriek-on-Suir the progress 
has not been so favourable, owing to disappointment in procuring 
a competent Agriculturist, which the Guardians have at length 
succeeded in getting.

2. — Report by R. A. Duncan, Esq., Temporary Poor-Law 
Inspector. 

Xeucastle, 2 ith April, 1S52. 

Gentlemen, 

I liave tbe honour to acknowledge the receipt of your com- 
munication of 10th instant (So. 5C4, M/52), requesting a Report on 
the operation of the system of training children in the Workhouses 
in an improved mode of agriculture upou land provided by the 
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Guardians, under 11 and 12 Tie. cap. 25, for the purpose, in the 
several Unions in my District. 

In accordance with this direction I have to report that training 
farms have been provided in the 

Newcastle Uuiou, containing about 20 acres, 

Listowel „ full quantity, authorized by statute, 

Rathkeale „ same. 

Some time about the commencement of the year 1851, operations 
were properly commenced on the Newcastle farm. The land was 
then in a most impoverished condition, many parts being covered 
w r itli water. It had been a commonage for two or three years, 
Laving been given up by cottier tenants — who held it until the 
potato failure — in a most worn out state. The entire of the farm 
almost has since been thorough drained, and very extensive main 
drains constructed ; five acres have been well subsoiled, unnecessary 
fences removed, and extensive work done in straightening and 
making good the old boundary fences, preparing roadways, and 
levelling the surface of the land. The outlay on the farm up to 
the eml of this season will probably he about £120, and I expect 
the value of the produce up to that time will reach £200. The 
entire land will he under crop this year, which I think, considering 
the difficulties that had to be encountered, is a creditable result. 
The crops already planted consist of 4 acres barley, with grass 
seeds, &c., 11 acres onions, 1-1 acres carrots, and 11 acres parsnips. 
Those yet to be put in are 5 acres of sugar beet, 44 acres of Swedish 
turnips, and 24 acres of flax. It thus appears that the return the 
farm is likely to bring will be tolerably certain to exceed con- 
siderably' the outlay ; but this result, although satisfactory and 
likely to disarm any short-sighted opposition to the principle, 
appears to me one of the least advantages to he derived from it. 

There are about 80 persons employed at the farm at present, GO 
of whom are under 10 years of age ; the remainder are more 
advanced, and their assistance has been necessary in some of the 
primary operations of the farm, at work which the smaller hoys 
could not accomplish. But the discontinuance of their employ- 
ment at the farm will ensue as soon as possible, for it is found they 
work with less zeal than the boy’s, and I believe labour where 
there can be greater restrictions necessary to sustain a proper test 
as regards this class. 

The influence of the farm training and employment upon the bovs 
generally, in effecting improvement in their conduct and habits, "is 
quite apparent. At first, it was with the utmost difficulty they 
could be got to work, and there were frequent recurrences of 
insubordination ; but this has in a great measure ceased, and they 
now generally appear pleased with the work — an improvement 
that I am satisfied will be progressive. They show considerable 
aptitude to acquire skill in the use of the various implements. 
These are of the improved kinds used in England and the North of 
Ireland, and are now preferred by the boys to any other. The 
health of the hoys is exceedingly good, and their physical powers 
appear to be developed greatly by the work. Their dietary is a 
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shade better than tbat of the other hoys. They receive some 
instruction; but the arrangements for this important part of the 
training are scarcely adequate ; however as the Union is rather in a 
transition state just now as regards the location of the classes in 
the permanent and auxiliary buildings, I do not vrisli to press the 
Guardians to employment of additional teachers, as the staff at 
present will probably be sufficient when the inmates are more 
centralized. The Guardians give little personal attention to the 
farm, though they refuse nothing for it ; but when its good results 
become more apparent, I expect to see amongst them the growth of 
a feeling of greater interest in its management. The person em- 
ployed as Agriculturist is a steady attentive man, who seems to suit 
now very well ; but he is scarcely fitted to convoy that amount of 
instruction which the Guardians may hereafter aim at. The farm 
is only just now being brought under the National Board of 
Education, from which 1 anticipate the best results. 

From my experience of the working of the Newcastle Union 
farm, as I have described, X look upon this kind of training as the 
most successful which can be given to the boys. I doubt nut that 
many of those employed at the farm, who have left the Workhouse, 
may have been able to do so in consequence of being better fitted for 
service. That a supply of labourers who know something of proper 
fanning, and can use improved implements, may he procured from 
amongst these boys hereafter to meet the demand for male labour 
that is likely to exist, must be of great advantage to the country ; 
and tend to lessen the prejudices against improvements in cultiva- 
tion hitherto held by the farming classes. The experiment, so far 
as it has gone in the Newcastle Union, has, I think, fully succeeded; 
but there is yet much to be done. The training should* be extended 
to a greater number of boys, and be more comprehensive, and, pro- 
bably. increased land — if possible even beyond that authorized by 
the legislature — farm buildings and stock ought to be provided; 
further provision ought also to lie made for the boys’ educational 
instruction. These points, from the spirit I have observed in the 
Newcastle Board of Guardians, will, 1 doubt not, receive attention 
when the pressure of destitution, which for some yc-ars has weighed 
so heavily, shall lighten; and the farm may yet, independent of its 
influence on the Workhouse inmates, he made a model for the 
fanners of the district. 

Although the Training Farms attached to the Ratbkeale and Lis- 
towel Unions have not progressed quite so successfully as that of 
Newcastle, yet this want of success has arisen from local causes 
that may not hereafter exist, and which do not affect the principle. 
I think the results in the Newcastle Union may fairly be taken to 
illustrate, generally, the operation of the system. 

At Kathkeale, the quantity of land, up to a recent time (when it 
has been increased to twenty-five acres), has been but nine acres; 
and a large portion of the Board of Guardians being .opposed to tiie 
site adopted for the farm, have given it little encouragement. The 
Guardians Lave been unwilling also to introduce new implements. 
The class of boys in this Union have been particularly difficult to 
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manage ; and the person in charge of the farm seems scarcely to 
possess sufficient powers of control, or capable of communicating in- 
struction to the extent it might be desirable to attain. Yet very 
creditable work has been done at this form. The nine acres will 
this year be well cultivated, and at present it appears in a satis- 
factory state. I hope, for the future, the Guardians will take a 
greater interest in this department, and the subject is to come 
shortly under their consideration. 

At Listowel the progress was at first very slow; for a long time 
after the taking of the farm it was much neglected by the Guardians. 
This is the first year at which any thing of importance has been 
done to it. The boys, when put to this work, were in a low phy- 
sical condition; they are now improving; the Guardians are giving 
more attention to the management of the farm, and I have strew 
hopes that the results for the future will be more satisfactory. Ten 
or twelve acres will he cropped this year, and next year the rotation 
system will probably Ire tolerably well introduced. 

From all my observation, therefore, of form training of the youths 
iu the Workhouses, I am satisfied that it is the most advantageous 
mode of training with which I am acquainted ; and that, with atten- 
tion, it must prove successful. Where failure ensues, I am inclined 
to think it must be the consequence of mismanagement. But in 
this, as in respect of all other educational advancement, the progress 
must depend, to a great extent, upon the views held by the Boards of 
Guardians. A higher standard is not likely to be attained than 
they may be satisfied with, and there may perhaps be room for the 
growth of more enlarged opinions on such subjects amongst the 
members of the Boards generally.

,, 1° “ n f°™dy with the instructions contained in your letter of 
the 16th ultimo, Iso. oG 4, If, in which yourequest me to report as to 
the operation in tlie several Unions in my district, of tlie Act 11 and 
1L V ic. cap. 2i>, which empowers Boards of Guardians to hire or 
purchase land lor tlie instruction of the children in the Workhouse 
in an improved system of agriculture, I beg to forward for the in- 
formation of the Commissioners, the folio-wing observations in re- 
ference to the operation of the above Statute in the Galway Union 
m which only, of the three Unions under my charge, it has been 
uvLvu upon , 
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My Report of the 19th April, 1851, will have informed the Com- 
missioners of the working of the Dangan Agricultural School in the 
Galway Union, up to the 25th March preceding, and I purpose that 
the present Report shall embrace the period from that date up to 
the 25th March last. 

The general system of management at Dangan has not been 
altered since my former Report; but the cropping of the land has 
been more diversified, the production of corn, and the growth and 
preparation of flax, having been introduced into the course of in- 
struction. By an increased quantity of land having this year been 
used for purposes of agriculture, these desirable objects have been 
attained without omitting the cultivation of any of the useful green 
crops, a thorough knowledge of which it is of so much importance to 
inculcate. 

The expediency of keeping live stock at the Dangan Farm was 
early brought under the notice of the Guardians, and the project 
was favourably entertained by several members of the Board. A 
considerable portion of the vegetable products of the farm could not 
be used for human food ; and they were, in consequence, either 
placed in the manure pit, or altogether lost. The importance of 
showing the boys employed on the farm that no part of the plants or 
roots they were taught to cultivate need be wasted, and that nearly 
all could be rendered available as food, either for man or for cattle, 
was strongly impressed on the minds of those who took the most 
active interest in the working of the Institution ; and to carry out 
these views to some exteit, at least, two cows were purchased about 
the middle of last December, and kept at the farm until a recent 
period, when, from peculiar circumstances, not affecting the prin- 
ciple on which the Guardians acted in providing live stock, it was 
determined that the cows should be disposed of, and they were ac- 
cordingly sold a few days since. 

Reverting now to those agricultural operations, which were car- 
ried on continuously during the period included in this Report, 
namely, from the 25th March, 1851, to the 25th March, 1852, I 
have to observe that the total quantity of land under cultivation 
was 18 acres, 1 rood, and 4 perches, being an iucreaseof three acres 
over the quantity in use during the preceding year. The addi- 
tional quantity was obtained principally by tilling some grass land 
lying contiguous to the river Corrib, and which had previously been 
flooded, and rendered of little value by the generally high state of 
the water in the river, the flow of the latter in its ordinary course 
being interrupted by the Lough Corrib Drainage Works, then and 
still in progress. The extent of the cultivated land appropriated to 
the several descriptions of crop was as follows : —

The crops were generally good, the principal exception being tlie 
crop of turnips grown in the low swampy field already adverted to, 
■which was this year brought into cultivation for the first time. 
These were not satisfactory, the tubers being small, and decay 
becoming apparent among them at an early period. This result was, 
however, owing to circumstances over which the person having tlie 
management of the farm had no control — namely, the high state of 
the river Corrib, from which cause the crop was frequently flooded. 

I regret to say that, notwithstanding specific directions repeatedly 
given to the Agricultural Instructor to keep an accurate and de- 
tailed account of the produce of the farm after the crops were taken 
from the ground last harvest, he has neglected his duty in this 
respect, for which, in addition to other causes, his services have 
recently been dispensed with. Under these circumstances, I have 
no reliable data on which I could ground a statement of the results 
of the past year’s farming operations as regards the quantity of the 
produce. There are, however, materials available which enable me 
to show the value of the articles taken from the farm, either for 
general use in the workhouse or for sale. The following statement, 
or balance-sheet, will show the financial results of the working of 
the institution for the last twelve months, it being understood that 
the price of the vegetables supplied for consumption in the Work- 
house is put down at the ordinary rate of the public market ; —

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The foregoing statement Joes not show the quantity and value of 
that portion of the produce of the farm which was consumed by the 
cows, horse, and mule, kept at Dangan, nor the quantity of corn and 
potatoes used as seed for the crops now in the ground. Not being 
able to obtain any correct return of these particulars, I considered it 
better not to include them in the items contained in the statement. 

I may, however, observe that a considerable quantity of mangold 
wurzel, rape, &e., was consumed by the cows, and that the horse 
and mule were supplied with green feeding from the farm, and also 
that a large portion of the straw of the cereal crops was used for 
litter. It should he noted that although in other respects it would 
be desirable that particular information on these matters should bo 
given, the omission of the articles consumed as above-mentioned 
does not affect the balance appearing in favour of the farm. 

As mentioned in a former part of this communication, the pro- 
duction and harvesting of cereal crops, and the growth and manage- 
ment of flax were fully introduced into the system of Agricultural 
Instruction pursued at Daugan during the past year, together with 
the preparation of the former for market, and of the latter for the 
more advanced stages of manufacture. The most modern and 
approved modes of cultivation and manipulation were adopted 
in every instance ; and the importance of keeping the ground 
clean, in good tilth, and free from stones and weeds, was strongly 
impressed on the minds of the hoys, both by precept and example. 
Diligence while engaged on the labour of the farm was insisted on, 
and soon became habitual with most of those who had been for some 
time members of the Agricultural class. 

The number of boy3 employed in farm work varied at dif- 
ferent periods of the year, from 100 to 150. Besides those 
actually engaged on the land, there were several others employed in 
tailoring, shoe-making, and jobbing at carpentry work for the 
establishment. A few were generally occupied in whitewashing, 
cleansing the premises, and as watchmen and messengers. Their 
conduct was in general good, though in a few instances the refusal 
to work on the part of one or more of the hoys has led to his or 
their removal to the principal 'Workhouse ; and there, under the 
superintendence of the Master, they have been employed in culti- 
vating the land adjoining the Workhouse, and in general have con- 
ducted themselves properly. Of course, in so large a number, 
many of whom have been brought up as wandering mendicants, 
with little moral restraint and with very loose ideas regarding the 
rights of property or as to their social duties, some will be found 
exceedingly difficult of control, and who are not only guilty of mis- 
conduct themselves, but use every effort to indnee others to follow 
their example. The superintendence and management of this class 
of cases, so as to prevent them from corrupting the other boys, and 
to bring them to a better state of feeling, are among the most im- 
portant duties devolving on the person having charge of the insti- 
tution. 

During the past year, many of the boys who had been for some time 
engaged on the farm, have voluntarily left the Workhouse and 
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obtained independent support outside. Twelve of these are now in 
private employment in and about Galway, and several others are 
spread through the country. The importance of early habituating 
the juvenile inmates of the Workhouse to manual labour, especially 
in connexion with Agricultural employment, is fully exemplified in 
the readiness with which Workhouse inmates of this class, when 
arrived at a proper age, can obtain engagements, as contrasted with 
inmates of similar years who have not been accustomed to regular 
work, and cannot be brought to apply themselves steadily to ordi- 
nary labour. 

The boys employed on the farm have been healthy, and few of 
them have suffered from sore eyes — a disease which was prevalent at 
Dangan during a portion of the period under consideration. 

Speaking generally, I would say that a degree of improvement is 
observable in the habits and conduct of the Agricultural Class since 
my last Yearly Report. The most general complaint at present is, 
that some of the boys occasionally absent themselves from the estab- 
lishment, without permission, for a portion of the day. These irre- 
gularities generally occur on Sundays and holidays, and are pro- 
bably occasioned by a desire to visit their friends or former acquaint- 
ances. Were some mode of harmless recreation provided at Dangan, 
such acts of misconduct would, I think, become less frequent. 

1 may state, on the whole, that the result of last year’s proceed- 
ings, at the Dangan Farm, has not been unsatisfactory or discour- 
aging, with regard to the establishment of Agricultural Schools in 
connexion with Workhouses. The acts of misconduct on the part 
of the Agricultural Instructor, which led to his removal from office, 
though causing some interruption to the progressive improvement 
of the institution, do not in any way militate against the soundness 
of the principle on which it was founded. 

The advantages arising from the Dangan Establishment may be 
said to consist in the inculcation of a practical knowledge of the 
most improved system of tillage farming into the minds of a class of 
persons who carry with them, when leaving the Workhouses, the 
skill thus acquired, and extend its benefits to the districts in which 
they may fix their residence. From the operation of this cause, it 
may not unreasonably be hoped that the antiquated, slovenly, and 
wasteful method of farming pursued by the poorer class of land- 
holders, in the remote country districts, will gradually disappear, 
and be succeeded by a system free from these defects, and possessing 
the recommendation of being practicable with the implements of 
Agriculture which are ordinarily found in the house of every 
labourer. Secondly, in the means which the institution affords for 
employing, in a manner calculated to improve their health and 
enlarge their understanding, a portion of the Workhouse inmates, 
who have arrived at that period of life in which character begins to 
be formed, and when a bias for good or for evil will have a material 
effect on its future development. Thirdly, in providing at all 
seasons an ample supply of vegetables for the use of the inmates of 
the Workhouse, whereby the injurious effects which have been 
found to arise from the continued and exclusive use of farinaceous 
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food are counteracted. And, finally, in the fact which the past year’s 
accounts demonstrate, that the institution can be properly worked, 
not only without loss to the Union, but with some pecuniary benefit. 

It may not be out of place here, with a view to the more benefi- 
cial operation ot the Dangan Agricultural School, to advert to some 
matters which the experience of the past year has enabled me to speak 
of with more confidence than I could have done at an earlier period 
of my connexion with the establishment. In the first place, it ap- 
pears to me to be essentially necessary that the person having the 
superintendence of the Agricultural class, and the management of 
the farm, should possess a thorough knowledge, both practical and 
theoretical, of the most improved systems of farming; and that he 
should be able to impart this knowledge to the hoys under his 
charge, not only by actual working on the ground, but orally, by 
frequent lectures in plain language adapted to the understanding of 
his hearers. He should be active, diligent, and watchful, and pos- 
sess the requisite physical ability to enable him to develope these 
qualities full}'. In addition to a sufficient knowledge of accounts, 
to enable him to show at all times in a clear and concise manner, 
all matters relating to the management of the farm, its expenditure, 
produce, &e., he should he able, when called on, to embody these 
particulars in a Report-, for the information of the Board of Guardians 
or other persons feeling an interest in the institution. Again, I con- 
sider, that the carrying into effect of a suggestion made by Mr. R. 
Bourke, Poor Law Inspector, that cows, swine, and domestic fowl, 
shoald he kept at the farm, would render the institution more com- 
plete, audmaterially improve the efficiency of its working. Under the 
present arrangements a considerable portion of tho vegetable produce 
of the farm, including the stalks and leaves of several of the plants, 
together with imperfect or partially damaged roots, are either 
altogether lost, or at best placed in the manure pit. Were the 
above-mentioned suggestion acted upon, all tliese would be avail- 
able as food for the animals kept at the farm, and the boys would 
thereby acquire tbe knowledge of applying the produce of the land 
to the 'most advantageous purposes. Besides, under this arrange- 
ment, no objection could he made to the raising of crops of those 
vegetable products which are used exclusively as food for cattle, 
and which, if now grown, must either be sold or converted into 
manure. Tbe management of a dairy, and the breeding and rearing 
of domestic fowl, would necessarily require some female assistance; 
and by means of the opportunity thus afforded, a limited number 
of the school girls, placed under the superintendence of a proper 
matron, at Dangan, might acquire such a practical knowledge of 
these matters as would render them more likely to obtain employ- 
ment when leaving the Workhouse. The circumstances connected 
with the sale of the two cows, kept for a short time at the Dangan 
farm, do not militate against this view, hut rather show the necessity 
for great caution in selecting a person to superintend the establish- 
ment, and of proper arrangements being made for the reception and 
management of the live stock, and treatment of its produce, before 
any portion of the stock is obtained. Moreover, the manufacture of 
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the most approved descriptions of the ordinary implements of agri- 
culture might also he introduced with advantage, for which purpose 
the construction of a forge and a carpenter’s shop would he necessary. 
At present the carpenter work executed at Dangan is performed 
in the day-room, a course of proceeding attended with much in- 
convenience. The erection of detached sheds, and the provision of 
a proper supply of tools for carrying on these trades, would not ho 
attended with much expense, aud a saving of the continued out- 
lay, which is now necessary for the repairs of implements and iron- 
work, would be effected thereby. Furthermore, I think the hoys 
should be permitted to amuse themselves, during leisure hours, with 
harmless recreative exercises. By granting this indulgence, em- 
ployment on the farm would be looked on as a privilege, and be- 
come an incentive to diligence, industry, and good conduct. 

A careful consideration of the circumstances of the Union, as af- 
fecting the Workhouse, leads me to believe that these improvements 
may now he carried into effect with more facility, than if under- 
taken at an earlier period. The number of Workhouse inmates 
eligible for employment on the farm will, probably, henceforward 
be permanently diminished, and the reduced numbers iu the class 
will be thereby brought more immediately under the control of the 
Superintendent, who, from this cause, and from the changes of indi- 
viduals becoming less frequent, will obtain increased facilities for 
imparting instruction, while to the pupils under his charge will result 
a more speedy and certain acquisition of knowledge than could be 
hoped for, were the labours of the teacher spread over too great a 
number, or interrupted from time to time by the absence of the boys 
from the Workhouse. Moreover, as I have already mentioned, a 
gradual improvement has taken place in the conduct and behaviour 
of the junior inmates of the Y» orkhouse, which renders them more 
amenable to discipline, and more willing to receive instruction, and 
affords a good opportunity for introducing beneficial alterations. 

In conclusion, I may remark, that there are evidences clearly 
manifesting themselves, which indicate that, by a proper system of 
management, the Union Workhouse may become a powerful agent 
in effecting a permanent improvement in the habits and sociul con- 
dition of the labouring population in this part of Ireland.

4. — Report by Captain Hamilton, Temporary Poor Law- 
Inspector. 

Sir, April 19, 1852. 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 16th 
inst., No. 564, M/52, requesting me to furnish the Poor Law Com- 
missioners with a Report on the operation of any Workhouse Farms 
for the instruction of children in my district. 
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Ballina Union is the only Union under my charge where the 
Guardians have taken land under the provisions of tlio 1st sec. of 
the Act 11 it 12 Vic. cap. 25. 

I do not consider that the circumstances ot either IVillala or Bet- 
lmillet Unions would at present justify the Guardians of those 
Unions in incurring the expenses which necessarily attend the com- 
mencement of the system ; moreover there are few boys in those 
Unions of an age to undergo much work ; and it appears to me 
questionable whether the land at present attached to the Workhouses 
of those Unions may not suffice, under proper superintendence, to 
enable tbe Guardians to train all of the boys, whose ages will admit, 
to labour, and acquire habits of industry. 

In Ballina Union tbe system was tried before the Guardians were 
well out of their difficulties, and, consequently, under great disad- 
vantages. Some of the Guardians, who were most anxious to have 
it commenced, were, to a great extent, influenced by a desire to 
turn the boys’ labour to account — they were warned at the time 
that the probability was, that, directly, it would hardly pay its own 
expenses, and when, after the first year’s trial, it was found that the 
outlay was large, and the returns small, they were just as great 
opponents of the system as they had formerly been in favour of it. 
However, I am happy to say, that a large and most influential 
majority of the Board of Guardians of Ballina Union now T view the 
matter in what I have always urged as the correct light, viz., not as 
a matter of profit, but to do all in their power to fit the poor chil- 
dren committed to their guardianship for that station in life in which 
it has pleased God to place them. The Ballina Workhouse Farm 
consists of 25 statute acres, situated about 200 yards from the 
Auxiliary Workhouse in Ardnarce, which is now exclusively occu- 
pied by the Agricultural Class. 

This building, as yon are aware, principally consists of thatched 
sheds, which were erected in 1848, about £1,400 having been ex- 
pended on them, of which sum the British Belief Association con- 
tributed £1,000. The premises, as well as the farm, are held on a 
21 years’ lease ; the rent agreed to he paid for the farm (in addition 
to the ground-rent of the Auxiliary) is £37 10s. per annum, being 
at the rate of 30s. per statute acre ; and the Guardians have like- 
wise agreed to pay £8 4s. 9 cl. per annum, being the interest of the 
money expended under the Land Improvement Act for Fencing. 
There is an Agriculturist, who is paid at the rate of £35 per annum, 
with a house, but no rations. He resides in the Auxiliary Work- 
house, and has entire charge of the Agricultural Class, which at 
present numbers only 39 boys, between 14 and 16 years of age, and 
14 boys under 14 years of age. The latter have only been under 
instruction for one week, having been sent to till vacancies. There 
are 1 6 acres prepared for crops, which will consist this year of oats, 
turnips, flax, parsnips, carrots, onions, ore. I cannot, perhaps, 
convey a better idea of the success of the system than by re- 
peating what the Agriculturist complained to me of — “ Why, Sir, 
I no sooner teach a boy any thing, and make him useful, than I lose 
him.” 
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The farm may he said to hare been only fairly in operation this 
year, and already twenty-eight boys, most of whom were orphans, 
and who had been for years inmates of the house, have found em- 
ployment out of the house, and have, I am led to believe, given 
satisfaction to their employers. , 

The greater number of boys who have been instructed, or are at 
present under instruction at the farm, are orphans ; they look very 
healthy and are well behaved. Indirectly the farm, has hitherto paid. 
For if the cost of maintenance and clothing the boys, who have 
through its means ceased to be a burden on the Rates of the Union, 
be taken into consideration, there is a present saving of at least 
£120 per annum, not taking into account- the difference of cost be- 
tween turning out useful members of society, and those whose train- 
in'' entirely unfit them for any thing hut crime and misery,— m 
either of which courses, I need hardly remark, they would prove a 
heavy and constant burden on the industrious classes. 

I reward the system (slight as has been my experience of it), when 
commenced with caution and under favourable circumstances, as one 
of the chief means of remedying the lamentable eitects of the last 
few years, which have made the workhouses of some Unions the 
only,' at present, ostensible homo of many hundreds of orphan 
children.

5 —Report by Samuel Horsley, Esq., Temporary Poor 
Law Inspector. 

April 19 tli , 1852. 

Gentlemen^ ^ ljolloul . to acknowledge the receipt of the Com- 
missioners' Circular of the lGth lust., and with reference to the sub- 
iect thereof beg to submit the following Report ..... 

J In two Unions only out of the four comprising my district, viz , 
in Killarney and Tralee, has any attempt been made to carry out 
the provisions of the 1st sec. of 11 and 12 \ ic. cap. 2o, whereby 
the Commissioners are empowered to hire or purchase land to such 
extent, not exceeding twenty-five acres as may he deemed nectary 
for the instruction of children in IV orkliouses m an improved -y^ 

te u“tho S c^ 1 of r the Killarney Union, the Guardians, after occupy- 
ing a farm of about 21 acres in extent for less than two years, sur- 
rendered it to the proprietor in February last as they considered 
the experiment of working it, in so far as it related to the instruc- 
tion o/the children, had failed, and had not tended tOF«mote amon^ 
them the development of energetic or industrious habits. In tli 
opinion I coincided with the majority of the Guardians; not, how- 
ever upon the ground of the system, abstractedly, being one which 
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could not be marie conducive to the ends designed by the Legislature, 
but because I considered the Guardians in taking tbe farm they did, 
bad not cbosen a favourable locality for tlie purpose, and bad not 
made such arrangements with respect to working details as were 
calculated to insure success. 

In tbe first place, tbe farm in question was in close proximity to 
tbe main Workhouse, and was also within less than quarter of a mile 
of tbe town of Killarney, whilst, at the same time, it was bounded 
by tbo main road from Tralee to that place. 

2ndlv. — There were no farm or other buildings of any kind on 
the land, and tbe boys to be employed iu tilling it were located in 
an Auxiliary Workhouse in the town, instead of being near their 
work. 

3rdly. — The Agricultural Instructor appointed by the Guardians, 
though a tolerably good practical farmer, was not in my opinion 
suited for imparting a theoretical knowledge of farming to the boys 
under his charge. He knew little or nothing of Agricultural Che- 
mistry ; and although he kuew that certain results, under certain cir- 
cumstances, would follow certain operations, he could not assign the 
reasons for its being so. 

4tbly. — The boys appeared to me to take but little interest in learn- 
ing their business, and seized every opportunity of lounging and 
skulking work ; and on some occasions adult paupers were permitted 
to do work which should have been performed by the boys. 

As regards the Tralee Union, I regret to say, that in my humble 
opinion, tbe farm taken for the boys hero has not been productive 
oi any very beneficial result to them, owing to causes precisely 
similar to those which operated against the success of the experi- 
ment in tbe Killarney Union. 

I have no doubt that were farms for the instruction of Work- 
house children taken in favourable situations, and converted into 
establishments totally separate, and at a distance from the Work- 
house, with proper buildings thereon, and were properly qualified 
Agricultural Instructors appointed to teach the children, tbe system 
would ultimately be found to work beneficially for tlio interest of 
the parties instructed, and of the persons who might take them 
into their employment. But, at the same time, I think the number 
of children selected for this kind of high Agricultural Education 
should be very limited in number in each Union, inasmuch as the 
demand for their services as stewards and bailiffs outside tbe 
Workhouses could not be expected to be great, and if a very larve 
number of boys arc to bo employed in tilling a small Workhouse 
farm, there is danger of tlieir becoming mere fancy gardeners, and 
unfitted, both by inclination and habit, for the harder and more 
continuous description of labour which they would have to per- 
form before they could earn their bread by the use of their spades 
alone. 

It is notorious, that in consequence of tlie impossibility of exact- 
ing, on the small portions of land attached to Workhouses, realty 
hard and continuous work from the able-bodied paupers, employers 
outside will look anywhere for labourers sooner than take them 
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from the Workhouse if they have been inmates of it for any con- 



siderable period.

6.— Report by W. H. Lucas, Esq., Temporary Poor Law 
Inspector. 

Gentlemen, Bnn!s > 23rd 1852 - 

With reference to your communication of the 1 6th instant, 
No 561 M/52 relative to the instruction of children in Workhouses 
in an improved system of Agriculture under the provisions of the 
Act 11 and 12 Vic. c. 25,1 have the honour to submit the following 
Report on the operation of the system in the Unions of Ennis and 
Kilrush, being the only Unions in my district where land has been 

taken for tbe purpose. . , , . , , 

The Ennis Agricultural Farm contains about ao statute acres oi 
land and is situate immediately to tbe rere of the Workhouse. 
There is a large dwelling-house and offices attached, which is used 
as ail Auxiliary Workhouse, affording accommodation for 400 
school boys The offices are used as workshops, in winch there 
are thirteen looms on an improved system in active operation in 
manufacturing friezes, tweeds, linen, Ac., for the use of the 
inmates of the Workhouses. This department is worked solely by 
pauper boys, under tbe superintendence of a master weaver. 

The Agriculturist resides on the Farm, and receives a salary ot 
£15 per annum, with apartments and rations. His qualifications 
appear to he of the medium order; previous to lus present ap- 
pointment he was employed as a gardener m a gentleman s estab- 
lishment in the county. There are at the present time fifty-one 
paupers under his charge, varying from lo to lb years of age, the 
majority of whom are orphans, whose parents are both uead. A 
few of these youths are capable of being instructed m tbe theory 
of Agriculture and have received lessons from the Agriculturist 
accoXgtyfcom the Agricultural Class Book, published under the 
authority ^of the Commissioners of National Education. This 
instruction, however, has been of a most limited nature. 0 f the 
fil'ty-one youths now employed, I find 13 can both read and write, 
12 can read only, and the remaining 26 can neither read nor write. 
The farm has been cultivated solely by manual labour, and has 
viol Jed uood crops of vegetables and corn ; the whole of the pro- 
duce with the exception of the potato and flax crops, has been 
consumed in the dietary of the Workhouse, principally in forming 
ingredients for the soup. The inmates using this class of dietary 
number about 3,000, and I consider it would not have been found 
practicable to have obtained a corresponding supply of vegetables 
from tbe market. I am aware that this was not tbe object con- 
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templated by tbo Legislature, but it appears to me to Have been an 
important matter in regard to tbe sanatory state of the inmates 
generally, that the supply of this most necessary article of diet has 
been ample and has been obtained at a small cost to the Union, at 
the same time that these youths have been taught, at least practically 
to till the soil. 

I enclose herewith a Return, prepared by the Agriculturist, of the 
produce of the farm for the past year, for the Commissioners’ infor- 
mation. With regard to the amount of rent debited in the account, 
I have to observe, that the rent paid for the Auxiliary, and the 
land, is £300 per annum. The land is estimated by the Agricul- 
turist to be worth about £2 per statute acre. I may here mention 
that the Guardians contemplate the surrender of the premises and 
laud at the expiration of the present year, in consequence of the 
high rent demanded. 

Tho farm lias been in operation three years, and during that 
period, 2 5 youths employed on it have left the Workhouse, and be- 
come independent members of society. 

The Kilrush Agricultural Farm contains 24 acres, 1 rood, and 11 
perches, statute measure. It adjoins the Workhouse site. Its ori- 
ginal extent was 1 4 acres, 3 roods, 1 9 perches, but it was increased 
liy a subsequent hiring to its present extent. Attached to the farm 
is a good-sued dwelling-house, in which the youths employed sleep. 
The Agriculturist also resides in the house, and has the sole care of 
the establishment. Ilis salary is £23 Us. per annum ; his literary 
qualifications for tho office are meagre, and little or no attempt is 
made to instruct the hoys beyond the practical tilling of the land. 
In this respect the Agriculturist performs his duty. There are 46 
youths employed on the farm, whose ages vary from 15 to 19 years • 
of this number 14 can both read and write, 6 can read only, and the 
remaining 26 can neither read nor write ; the majority are orphans 
whose parents are both dead. 

The produce of the farm during the past year has been abundant, 

I annex a Return for the Commissioners’ information. It has been 
consumed principally in the dietary of the inmates of the Work- 
, f . j. Tery su PP'y of vegetables has enabled the 

standard dietary to be strictly adhered to in every particular, the 
soup at all times containing a due admixture of vegetables. Apart 
from this consideration, employment and practical instruction has 
been afforded, of a useful description, to a class whose peculiar case 
demands the attention of the Guardians ; and it is somewhat satis- 
factory to know, that 17 of the youths employed on the farm have 
been enabled to become independent labourers. I find a great dis- 
position on the part of the Boards of Guardians to the employment 
on the farm of persons over the age authorized by the provisions of 
the 1 1 & 1- V lo. cap. 25 ; and at the present time there are several 
persons empioyed, both at Eilrush and Ennis, whose ages vary from 
16 to lo years. J

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7. — Report by Captain Spark, Temporary Poor Law 
Inspector. 

Dingle, April 20, 1852. 

Sir, 

In accordance with the request of the Commissioners, contained in 
your letter, No. 564, M/52, dated the 16tli instant, to report on the 
operation of tlie system of instruction in Agriculture of children in 
the Workhouse under my inspection, under 1st section of the Act 
11 & 12 Yic. cap. 25, 1 have the honour to state that the Guardians 
of the Dingle Union have, since October, 1850, employed a Steward, 
or Superintendent of pauper labour, who is an experienced agri- 
culturalist and gardener ; and that under his instruction, boys, not 
above 16 years of age, have become expert in the use of the spade, 
and in the proper cultivation of green crops, flax, and corn raised 
on the Workhouse grounds, consisting of about eleven acres, to- 
gether with a portion euclosed of the commons adjoining the Work- 
house site, comprising about three acres more. 

Many of these boys who have left the Workhouse have been 
sought for, and employed by the farmers, and found useful labourers; 
and no doubt the system will prove most advantageous to this 
Union, and to the country generally, as the boys so taught, having 
become active, healthy, and strong, will soon be able to fill well the 
places of able-bodied men, who have emigrated, and are still emi- 
grating from the land.

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In addition to tlie above-mentioned new Unions, a building de- 
signed to contain 2,000 inmates is in progress at Clonmel, where the 
works are progressing rapidly. 

At the present time, additional works are in progress at some of 
the new Unions, as at Ougbterard, where buildings additional to 
those contained in the original plans are being erected to increase 
the accommodation. 

At Skull, a boundary wall to the site is in progress. At Clonakilty 
plans have been made for stable buildings, a bakery, and weaving 
shops, as additional works desired by the Guardians. 

In some of the new Unions, boundary walls have been considered 
by the Guardians indispensable, and are in progress, or about to be 
built. This work, however, is independent of that provided for by 
the loans obtained for the new Poorhouses, which have been kept 
at a low estimate, and calculated to include only what was considered 
necessary for the site, the contract for the building, and the execu- 
tion of the fixtures and minor contingencies. In the accounts 
which have been closed in the Unions where the houses are now 
occupied, the estimates on which the loans were obtained have been 
found equal to what was intended to be performed for the money. 

With regard to the execution of the works, there has been scarcely 
any complaint. In the Tulla Union alone, I believe, have the Guar- 
dians expressed dissatisfaction, both against the Contractor and Clerk 
of Works. The latter was discontinued, and the Guardians con- 
fine their complaint, I believe, to what was done during his super- 
intendence. 

At Skull, Clonakilty, and Dromore West, the Guardians have done 
what is not usual, in passing resolutions expressive of their satisfac- 
tion, highly creditable to the respective Clerks of Works employed 
at those Unions ; and at the other Unions, where the Clerks of Works’ 
services have terminated, they have left, I believe, in each case, with 
the satisfaction of the Board of Guardians. At Killala, the Clerk of 
Works has beeu acting from the first in the capacity of builder, by 
directing the works under weekly payments \ and the same has 
been done for the past year, in bringing the Newport Poorliouse to 
a completion. 

In several Unions there are still extensive additional buildings in 
progress, in order to increase the accommodation at the main build- 
ing, and with a view chiefly to avoid tbe necessity for maintaining 
inconvenient auxiliary establishments elsewhere.

My lords have had under tlieir consideration the memorials 
which have been received from many unions in Ireland, in refer- 
ence to the consolidated annuities charged upon them under the 
Act 13 Vic. c. 14, stating various grounds upon which relief is 
sought, in some cases, from any repayment of the annuities, hut 
more generally urging a postponement of payment. 

My Lords are of opinion that the present shite of the greater 
part of Ireland does not call for any relief from the operation of the 
Act ; and it must he home in mind that these annuities are payable 
in respect of loans which have, or ought to have been in course of 
repayment ; that the terms of repayment have been rendered easier 
by the extension of the period, and that the whole of Ireland has 
been exempted from any payment on this account during the past 
year. 

My Lords, however, cannot doubt that there are districts m 
which relief must be given. 

In the case of those districts, for instance, where the local re- 
sources are insufficient to meet the ordinary expenditure for the 
relief of the poor, and where it is necessary to have recourse to 
assistance from the Kate-in-Aid Fund for this purpose, it cannot be 
expected that further sums. for the payment of the consolidated 

annuities can he raised. . 

With regard to postponement, my Lords are of opinion that such 
a course would only tend to prolong a feeling of uncertainty as to 
future payments. 

It is a great object to restore confidence to the owners and occu- 
piers of land in the distressed districts in Ireland ; and, with this 
view, the demands of the Government ought to be definite both m 
amount and also in time. 

My Lords think, therefore, that remission of payment either 
altogether or to a certain extent, according to the circumstances of 
each district, is for preferable to postponing the payments j but the

# sanction of Parliament must bo obtained before any definitive mea- 
sure for this purpose can be carried into effect. 

It is the intention of Her Majesty’s Government to submit a 
measure to Parliament with this object early next Session. 

In the meantime, my Lords are prepared to adopt the following 
course in anticipation of the measure to he submitted to Parlia- 
ment : — 

The Poor Law Commissioners in Ireland are authorized to direct 
the treasurer of any union in Ireland to retain in liis lpm d any sum 
which he may have received from, or on account of any electoral 
division in which the expenditure for the relief of the poor in the 
year ending 29th September, 1851, lias amounted to four shillings 
in the pound on the valuation then in force, and not to pay over to 
the Paymaster of Civil Services in Ireland the annuity duo from 
such electoral division for the current year ; and where the annuity 
for the current year, added to such expenditure, amounts, for any 
electoral division, to a sum exceeding four shillings in the pound 
on such valuation, to pay over to the Paymaster of Civil Services 
such sum only, in respect of the annuity, as, together with the 
charge for relief of the poor in the past year, will amount to four 
shillings in the pound, and to retain the remainder in his own 
hands. 

Her Majesty’s Government will propose to Parliament that the 
sum so retained in respect of the annuities due for tlio current year 
shall he entirely remitted.
